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Chestnut Street Baptist Church Spire 


The Chestnut Street Baptist Church first lost its spire in 
1853 when many planks of wood rotted out and the structure 
was deemed unsafe. The spire was replaced, but had to be re- 
moved again in 1887 because it began to lean toward the Cush- 
ing House. 

In late 1979, 16-year-old Billy Young of 33 Sea Street in 
Camden was determined to replace the spire to earn his Eagle 
Scout rank. He is a member of Troop 200 which meets at the 
Camden Congregational Church. Billy had looked out of the 
window of his home across the harbor at the spireless steeple 
for ten years, wishing it could be replaced. Finally, he decided 
to stop wishing and to do something about it. 

Billy contracted the pastor, Reverend Robert Walden, who 
encouraged his endeavors. With the help of his family and the 
Baptist Church Steeple Committee, Judith Simonton, Philip 
York, and Howard Johnson, Billy began work with his friend 
and Camden architect Christopher Glass to make his dream 
come true. 

A Hingham, Massachusetts contractor, Burgess Steeple- 
jacks, was chosen to erect an authentic 40-foot spire, complete 
with gleaming gold leaf weathervane, given by Mr. Burgess, 
himself a Boy Scout leader. In the meantime, Billy launched 
an intensive fund-raising campaign, with the help of Camden 
National Bank, to raise the $15,000 for his project. With dona- 
tions pouring in from everywhere, by early September he had 
reached and gone over his original goal. Billy’s many letters, 
phone calls, personal visits, speeches to organizations, news- 
paper articles and spots on WRKD had brought him success. 

By the end of 1980, the new white wooden shingles and fly- 
ing weathervane welcome all people from ashore and the sea 
to Camden, the prettiest spot in Maine. 

The citizens of Camden are proud that one of our young 
men would have the desire and dedication to spend the time 
and energy to replace one of Camden’s most prominent land- 
marks.

The Harbor 
Committee and Harbor Advisory Committee spend many hours mak- 
ing sure the harbor facilities continue to serve us well. 

For those who do not take the time to fully read this report, please 
do. You will then be aware of the many people who serve the Town 
of Camden on the various committees. I sincercly appreciate the 
many hours spent by these dedicated people.

I hereby respectfully submit the report of the Camden First Aid 
Association. 

The year 1980 was something else! We thought that last year the 
Association had a busy year, however, 1980 was even busier. Listed 
below is the number of runs for 1979 and 1980 so you can compare 
them.

This year we transported 630 patients, 67 more than in 1979. We 
traveled 13,401 miles this year, 2,454 miles further than in 1979. 
The vehicles were in service for 825 hours, 188 hours more than in 
1979. As you can see the number of runs has gone up considerably. 
In 1980 we responded on 361 runs in Camden, 197 in Rockport, 52 
in Lincolnville and 21 in Hope. The rest were runs to towns in and 
out of state. 

At the present time we have 20 Emergency Medical Technicians 
and 12 attendants of which two are registered nurses. Everyone had 
a busy year in training. Almost all of the E.M.T.’s had to take a re- 
fresher this year to remain licensed. Many C.P.R. classes were held 
this year. We had a good extrication drill on the Mt. Battie Road in 
the State Park. 

Open House this year was held in July at the Camden Fire Sta- 
tion. We had many visitors. The Bert and I show at the Opera House 
was a success. Over $1,000.000 was raised to help pay off the loan 
on Rescue 3. We would like to thank all those who attended and do- 
nated this year. The loan on Rescue 3 was completely paid in De- 
cember. We will be starting a fund drive this year so we can replace 
the 1976 chassis in 1982. This year we purchased through Federal 
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matching funds an eight channel high band radio for Rescue 2. This 
now gives us two units with the capability to talk with all hospitals in 
state and some out of state. We are also able to communicate with 
local police and the state police. 

I wish to thank all those who supported us this past year and thanks 
to everyone for the generous donations. Thanks to the employees of 
the other town departments for their help and assistance. Also thanks 
to the members of the First Aid Association for a job well done.

To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
the Town of Camden: 

I hereby respectfully submit the Annual Report of the Police De- 
partment for the Year 1980: 

During the year several events occurred which were very disap- 
pointing and of great concern to this department. Acts of miscon- 
duct were committed by two members of the department and other 
incidents caused a decline in the morale and effectiveness of the de- 
partment. These causes have been overcome by hard work and the 
professional attitude which the other officers of the department have 
exhibited. 

The Police Study Committee Report was constructively critical 
of various aspects of the department. Many of the recommendations 
have been enacted with the full support of the Town Manager and the 
Board of Selectmen. Major areas improved are the updating of 
police records and files, mandatory twice monthly meetings, daytime 
patrol-ticket officer, updated Rules and Regulations, Policies and 
Procedures, Chain of Command and the senior officers will ride with 
the night patrol to ensure a better understanding of the problems en- 
countered on the night patrols. 

New Grievance and Discipline Procedures have been written by 
the Personnel Board, accepted by the Board of Selectmen and are 
now policy for all employees of the Town. 

It is with deep appreciation that I thank the members of the Po- 
lice Study Committee for their report, the individuals, service clubs 
and organizations who have continued to support the drug, safety and 
other programs of the department.

Fire Department Report 


To All Citizens of the Town of Camden: 

As Fire Chief of the town, I am very proud to bring to you the 
report for 1980. 

In the past year, the Fire Department worked hard to bring hon- 
or to the Town of Camden. Three years ago the insurance rating for 
Camden was C-6, which is nothing to be ashamed of. During that 
year we had a complete revaluation of the department and the town 
and the following year we received a C-5 rating, which we were ex- 
tremely proud to receive. In 1980 the town received a B-4 rating, 
which makes us one of three Call Departments in the state ever to 
receive this rating. 

Last year we had 23 structural fires. These fires ranged from a 
complete or nearly complete loss of one residence on Sea Street to 
many one-room type fires, with minor losses. We had 19 smoke in- 
vestigations ranging from a house full of smoke to a light ballast where 
we had to hunt to find the origin. We were fortunate with grass and 
woods fires in 1980, having only six, all of which were small and caus- 
ing only minor damage. We had three water rescue calls in the har- 
bor, putting our rescue boat to good use. We were able to save one 
yacht from certain destruction after it had broken its mooring during 
high winds and water conditions and washed to within two feet of 
the rocks at Sherman’s Point. 

Five of our structural fires or house fires were caused directly 
by wood ashes not being properly disposed of. Three of our structural 
fires were caused directly by wood heating stoves or furnaces, causing 
the largest portion of our fire loss for the year. 

We had 24 car fires, which for the large part caused only minor 
damages. 

Again this year we spent a great deal of our drill time drilling on 
self-breathing equipment, due to the large amounts of petroleum prod- 
ucts being introduced into the home today. Polyester, nylon, fiber- 
glass, plastic etc., all give off poisonous gases when introduced to 
fire. Curtains, bed covers, pillows, chairs, plastic waste cans, tele- 
vision, almost everything in every room of your house has synthetic 
materials in their construction which give off these highly toxic and 
poisonous gases, making it mandatory to be well trained in the use 
and operation of self-contained breathing apparatus for today’s fire- 
fighter.

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Report Of The Camden Conservation Commission 


The Camden Conservation Commission held ten meetings in 
1980. As usual, we began the year with firm intentions of defining 
our duties as a Commission more clearly, and becoming a more use- 
ful member of the municipal structure. This always turns out to be 
difficult to accomplish, but we intend to keep plugging. 

Commission members worked in quite separate areas this year. 
Joe Jaret was instrumental in contacting Meredith Murray, Presi- 
dent of the Maine Association of Conservation Commissions. She 
came to speak to us in February and it was useful to hear what other 
towns in the State are doing. In May, Joe Jaret arranged for Robert 
Varney, President of the Camden-Rockland Water Co. to give us an 
interesting picture of our local water system. 

Mary Wheelwright organized Conservation Commission support 
for the Baptist Church steeple restoration. Jeff Weymouth has at- 
tended some Planning Board meetings and it is hoped that the Con- 
servation Commission will become involved in helping to work out 
a new Comprehensive Plan for the Town. Dick Clawson has been 
active aS our member on the Harbor Commission and reports to us 
on the many meetings he attends. Beedie Parker, Emily Disston and 
Mary Wheelwright worked on a litter survey for the Keep Maine 
Scenic Committee, in May. 

Emily Disston, Secretary of the Commission, made inquiries to 
the State about getting permission from the Forestry Department 
to cut dead wood in the State Park for eventual use by needy towns- 
people. Permission was not granted at this time due to lack of me- 
chanics for supervision. Mrs. Disston has also been involved in re- 
searching the possible use of sludge from the Town sewage treatment 
plant as fertilizer in local gardens. Excess toxic chrome must be 
eliminated first, says the D.E.P. 

The Conservation Commission also sponsored, as it does each 
year, two students to attend the Bryant Pond Conservation Camp in 
August. This was arranged by Beedie Parker. 

We hope that 1981 will be a really useful year for the Conserva- 
tion Commission.

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Annual Report 
Code Enforcement/Plumbing Inspector 


I respectfully submit this report for 1980 to the citizens of Camden. 

This officer received 135 Permit Applications for building and/ 
or use. Of this total, 2 were withdrawn and 17 were denied. Seven- 
teen cases went before the Zoning Board of Appeals of which 9 were 
approved and 8 denied. This officer issued 124 permits with one per- 
mit still pending site review by the Planning Board. Of the 124 per- 
mits issued, 18 were for new homes and 11 for new structures. The 
remainder were divided between additions, renovations, demolitions, 
mobile homes (13 in and 6 out), change of use, and change of lot lines. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals continues to do an exemplary job 
and I commend them to you the citizens for their diligence and fair- 
ness. 

The year 1980 saw the same number of Plumbing Permits issued 
as in 1979 (107), with 24 for sub-surface sewage disposal and 83 for 
internal plumbing. Ninety-seven inspections were made with 10 out- 
standing as of December 31. An additional 29 inspections cleared 
those permits outstanding from 1979. 

Total fees collected amounted to $2,124.00 of which the Town 
of Camden retained $1,591.50 with $532.50 sent to the State. The 
increase of revenue over last year’s total was due in part to an increase 
in fees which went into effect on July 1, 1980. 

During the summer of 1980, Joseph Conklin, a summer intern 
with CETA, transferred all building permits from 1/1/76 to the pres- 
ent onto the property record cards. This procedure has greatly fa- 
cilitated being able to find the nature and date of past permits. In 
addition, Mr. Conklin attempted to catalog and classify all existing 
signs in the business district. This has provided an effective record: 
and will assist in the control and planning of the appearance of our 
downtown area. 

In the area of canines, approximately 36 dogs were picked up by 
this officer and 10 summonses issued. The ten summonses resulted 
in 10 fines totalling $340.00. 

If you are an owner of a seasonal dwelling, please be advised that 
there are local and state ordinances governing the conversion of such 
a dwelling to year-round use. This officer will willingly discuss these 
ordinances and advise citizens to avail themselves to this assistance. 

I appreciate the assistance and cooperation that I receive from 
most townspeople, fellow town employees, the Board of Selectmen, 
Zoning Board, Planning Board, and Bud Savage. Thank you!

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Wastewater Department Report 


To the Board of Wastewater Commissioners and the citizens of 
the Town of Camden, I respectfully submit this Eleventh Annual Re- 
port of the Wastewater Department for the year 1980. 

Departmental operations for 1980 proceeded smoothly with very 
little new growth in construction or revenues. 

Some changes in personnel, coupled with new regulations from 
D.E.P., caused delays in sludge processing early last spring but, by 
the end of the summer, all sludge had been processed and most rou- 
tine maintenance was back on schedule. 

The grant studies for both the “Inflow Infiltration” and “Sludge 
Utilization” programs were held up during the year because of a 
freeze on federal funds. Both of these studies are back on track and 
should be completed during 1981. 

There are no major projects planned for this year due to infla- 
tion and the cost of materials. However, a small section of sewer line 
is scheduled to be replaced on High Street. This work should be com- 
pleted early next spring. 

A look at the financial status of the Wastewater Department will 
show that expenditures far exceeded sewer service charges for 1980, 
and would indicate a need for an increased rate before the end of 1981. 
This department with other town officials have worked hard to hold 
the cost of operations down, but considering the last rate increase 
was put in effect January 1, 1976, coupled with inflation over the 
last five years, it is not too surprising some increase in rates is now 
necessary. 

In closing, I would like to thank the Board of Wastewater Com- 
missioners for their guidance, the Town Manager and all other Town 
personnel for their cooperation, and all the citizens of Camden for 
their help in carrying out the goals of this department. 

A special thanks to my people who, throughout the year, were 
asked to give that extra effort above what normally would be expected 
to keep the department running smoothly, and did so without excep- 
tion, | thank you.

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The Planning Board Report 


The Camden Planning Board had another busy and productive 
year. Much work has been completed, but there remains much to 
be done. On January 16, 1980, Patricia Cokinis was elected chair- 
man of the Board to replace Peter Colt who had resigned in Decem- 
ber 1979. In March the term of veteran member Alexander Dority 
expired and he declined reappointment. Mr. Dority had served 16 
years on the Board, and his knowledge, experience, and winning per- 
sonality have been and will continue to be sadly missed. At a subse- 
quent meeting of the Board of Selectmen “Zan” was honored for his 
service to the Town, and presented a plaque commemorating the 
event. 

During 1980 three new members were welcomed to the Board. 
They are Parker Laite, Marie Connell, and Maurice Payson, Jr. 

Subdivisions approved during the year were the Camden Harbor 
Condominiums, Lily Pond and Norumbega. Under consideration 
at year’s end are proposals for Harbor Square, and Eaton Avenue, 
and a change in the lines of a previously approved subdivision on 
John Street. 

The Planning Board submitted several proposals for amendments 
to the Zoning Ordinance at the 1980 Camden Town Meeting. Those 
approved were the establishment of Natural Resource Protection 
Zones at Land’s End and at the Lily Pond; a ten-year limit on tree 
cutting in shoreland zones; and the requirement of an affirmative 
vote of at least three members of the Board of Appeals to override a 
decision of the Code Enforcement Officer. At the request of the Board 
of Selectmen, the Planning Board did preliminary studies on two sites 
for future consideration as an Industrial Park. The first, the Town 
owned gravel pit off Route No. 1 north, was found to be unsuitable. 
The second, land on Cobb Road, was deemed suitable for further study. 

Signs approved for new or changing businesses during the year 
included: The Bike Barn, Mrs. Henderson’s subdivision, Town An- 
tiques, Camden Art Glass, Camden Designs, Cloverleaf Bakery, Nor- 
thern Kingdom, Wild Rufus, Swan’s Way, Sunshine Nursery School, 
O.K. Barnes, Norman Turcotte J.P., Holly’s Hair Barn, Milton Clark, 
Autowize, Nantucker Modern T’s, Ken Carlson’s Boat House, The 
Amphitheater, Talbot House, Camden Family Apartments, Gray 
Shed Antiques, The Compass and Binnacle, Camden Antique Furni- 
ture, and Rockport Blueprint. 

As the year ended, the Planning Board was working with the State 
Planning Office on State required amendments to the shoreland zone, 
updating the Comprehensive Plan, and several other projects. 

On December 3, Patricia Cokinis announced her resignation as 
Board chairman, effective December 31. At the December 17th meet- 
ing it was voted to elect a chairman annually in December to take 
office January Ist. 
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At this writing, the Board was in the process of selecting a new 


chairman.

Our association has been in existence for sixty-one years, serv- 
ing community residents of Camden, Rockport, and Lincolnville. 

Generous donations from individuals; appropriations from Cen- 
tral Senior Citizens, Camden-Rockport charities, and the Town of 
Camden, have enabled us to continue our services at a cost afford- 
able by most. We provide home health care for those whose services 
are not covered by their insurances. We receive privately paid fees, 
with some unable to pay the full amount, and some receiving care at 
no cost whatsoever. 

Some of the services most frequently performed are: administer- 
ing injections; foot care; bathing; checking blood pressures, and gen- 
eral observance and assistance with coping at home. Often we are 
able to assist with referrals and arranging help from other approp- 
riate health agencies. 

We remain a link between the doctor and his patient, encourag- 
ing patients to reach the highest possible level of independence, stay- 
ing in their own home as long as is safely possible. 

Camden Area District Nursing Association has been generously 
provided office space by the Camden Community Hospital. Mes- 
sages may be left any weekday except Wednesday at the hospital 
switchboard (telephone number 236-8381). Friends, families, and 
other health care workers may make referrals. We especially wel- 
come the opportunity to serve our senior citizens. 

Monthly blood pressure clinics have become very successful, 
serving 80-90 people per month at no cost. Health teaching is in- 
volved at these clinics and appropriate referral made to physicians. 

This fall we administered 65 free flu shots, the majority to our 
senior citizen population. 

On behalf of the board of directors and myself, I wish to express 
gratitude to the Town of Camden, CCH-HCC, faithful volunteer 
helpers, and each individual who has given support to the Camden 
Area District Nursing Association.

Well another summer has past and as usual Camden Harbor was 
one of the busiest places around. I believe that Camden Harbor is 
one of the greatest assets that Camden has which I’m sure that most 
local and out of state people will agree. However, as prices continue 
to rise, Camden Harbor gets more and more expensive to maintain. 

Last summer we replaced most all top chains and some bottom, 
on all finger floats and put heavier mooring stone out which came 
in pretty handy during the storm. For that reason we had to increase 
fees for schooners, party boats, for moorings and finger floats and 
the fishermen are going to pay their fair share and the amount will 
be determined by spring. 

Finger floats have been raised from $50.00 to $75.00. The 
finger floats were all sold out last year before the summer even started. 
This year we have added two more floats to accommodate more row 
boats which will be added on to the lobstermen’s floats. This should 
relieve some of the crowded conditions. 

Our mooring situation in the inner and outer harbor is getting 
more crowded each year. In fact, the inner harbor is completely 
filled and the outer harbor has room only way outside. 

I would like to congratulate and welcome the new schooner, 
Angelique to its new berth in Camden Harbor and wish the Cap- 
tain and the Angelique the best of luck. 

I would like to thank Mr. Ralph Freeman for keeping the Pub- 
lic Landing so neat and clean. 

I would also like to thank the Town Manager, Rusty Robinson, 
and the selectmen for their support during my first year as Harbor 
Master.

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Report Of The Camden Harbor Advisory Committee 


The Camden Harbor Comprehensive Plan, adopted at the reg- 
ular 1980 Town Meeting, included recommendations for further 
feasability studies of a Marina type facility at the head of the inner 
harbor and boat-launching improvements at Eaton Point with some 
type of floating breakwater protection. 

In follow-up to the recommendations of the Comprehensive Har- 
bor Plan, the Town applied for and received a follow-on grant under 
the Coastal Zone Management Program through the Maine State 
Planning Office. This included a supplemental grant to review the 
status of the “Steamboat Wharf Privilege,” the approach road to the 
old Steamboat Wharf and the shores and flats adjacent to the Town 
Park at the head of the harbor. 

While funding for the follow-on program was limited, nonethe- 
less the committee was able to obtain the initial data information 
needed for the more specific planning. This included some fifty bot- 
tom probings in the general area of the alternate Marina Site loca- 
tions depicted in the Harbor Comprehensive Plan. The data col- 
lected was assimilated into a grid plan showing test sites and a cross 
sectional-bottom profile plan. Work on this aspect of the feasability 
study was completed in April 1980. 

Review of the boat-launch area and floating breakwater protec- 
tion was accomplished in conjunction with a coastal program con- 
ference held at Maine Maritime Academy in July 1980. Utilizing 
a co-operative approach with the Maine State Planning Office and 
several of the area coastal towns, the committee was able to arrange 
an on-site inspection by Marine Recreation and Floating Breakwater 
Specialists and Engineers, together with their combined preliminary 
feasability report and recommendations. 

The status review of the “Steamboat Wharf Privilege,” the ac- 
cess road and the shores and flats adjacent to the Town Park at the 
head of the harbor was completed in September 1980. 

The foregoing information, data and recommendations have been 
reviewed by the Harbor Advisory Committee and serve as a basis 
for the next step in the planning presently being developed by the 
committee. The planning process will involve Public Meetings and 
the committee urges all those interested to attend.

This past year saw a change in the Assessors’ Office administra- 
tion. The change brings a continuing resolve to effect fair, equitable 
taxation.

While the property tax is the basis of municipal funding, many 
people have questions about its mechanics. This office is open to in- 
quiries regarding particular assessments, and the assessment process 
in general. I would like to express appreciation to the many people 
who have greeted me with friendliness and confidence, making the 
transition process less complicated and a pleasurable challenge. I look 
forward to the future of working with the people of the Town of Camden.

Camden-Rockport Historical Society 


This year the Historical Society had many new projects, activi- 
ties and programs, free to the public. At the Yacht Club in June a 
full house saw a slide-lecture on “Maine Coastal Resort Architecture; 
in August at St. Thomas Parish Hall the film “Construction of the 
ill-fated cargo schooner John F. Leavitt”; and in September the slide 
show “Rockport the Way it Was.” 

In June the Directors of the Chamber of Commerce were given 
a breakfast and tour of the Conway House complex, and a Samoset 
convention group. visited all the Conway buildings and the displays 
prepared for the summer. During July and August the buildings and 
displays were seen by over 1200 visitors (1054 paid adult admissions 
and many children). The Guest Book was signed by people from 32 
states and five foreign countries. 

During an August weekend there was a display in the Museum 
of the works of renowned American artists, put on by the Coe-Kerr 
Gallery of New York. 

On September 15 a tour of the Conway buildings and their his- 
toric memorabilia was given to 110 Seventh Graders of the Middle 
School, whose studies include Maine history. 

The Society’s “Walking Tour and Bicycle or Car Tour” brochure 
continues to be popular with visitors, and is provided to the Chamber 
of Commerce Information Booth, hotels and motels. Its second re- 
printing was this year financed by the Camden National Bank. 

Working jointly with the Camden Improvement Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Society last summer brought about 
the formation of the Camden-Rockport Historic Landmarks Com- 
mission. Its purpose is to conduct a survey of historic buildings, es- 
tablish records about these buildings, and the design and casting of 
plaques suitable for placing on historic buildings. The Commission 
has already held many meetings, undertaken initial surveys, and 
adopted a design for plaques which can be procured by owners of 
historic buildings through arrangements with the Commission. 

With the help of many volunteer workers and dedicated mem- 
bers, the Society has continued its objective of collecting, preserving 
and displaying memorabilia relating to the history of this region; and 
maintaining, and improving the Conway House, barn, blacksmith 
shop and museum, and their contents; and cultivating interest in the 
history of Mid-Coast Maine. The support of this community and 
many donors in the community is greatly appreciated.

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Civil Emergency Preparedness 


In mid-September a new director of Emergency Preparedness 
was sworn in, thus placing Camden in compliance with State Law. 
For several years the position had been in a caretaker status with va- 
rious officials in the Town government performing necessary func- 
tions in addition to their regular duties. 

The primary function of Emergency Preparedness is to assist the 
Town Selectmen and town departments in the event of either man 
made or natural disasters beyond the normal capacity of the Town 
to cope with. It deals to a large extent with coordinating requests 
for assistance from outside agencies such as the County, State, or Fed- 
eral governments. Emergency Preparedness also functions as a plan- 
ning entity to assist in survival or emergency actions where needed 
in a disaster environment. 

An Emergency Preparedness plan for Camden exists, and there 
are plans providing for Camden to act as host community to provide 
shelter for the town of Wiscasset in the event of a nuclear incident 
and to provide shelter for the town of Freeport in the event of nuclear 
attack. These basic plans need much work to provide “Fleshing out” 
but they are workable. 

An Army Engineer Survey in 1978 shows that Camden had ample 
congregate care shelter space and adequate radiological fall-out shelter 
capability. 

Camden citizens are advised to keep on hand at least 3 days’ sup- 
ply of food, a battery powered radio with extra batteries, flashlights, 
prescription drugs, if needed, and whatever is required to subsist for 
several days in their own basements or in a public shelter such as bed- 
ding, sleeping bags, etc. 

In the event of nuclear disaster, local radio stations will advise 
of extent of damage and of areas contaminated by radiological fall- 
out and issue instructions for proper shelter techniques. 

It is suggested that people who have basements or cellars take 
refuge there and equip the space with bedding, emergency sanitary 
facilities, garbage pails and emergency water supply. Basements of 
public buildings, churches and large commercial establishments also 
will be available. 

It is expected that during this year planning will develop to the 
degree that public shelters can be designated for those desiring to use 
them during emergency. 

While there is adequate shelter space for everybody, including 
the town of Freeport, outside assistance would become necessary to 
provide food after about five days. Lack of instruments to measure 
radiological fall-out is also a problem, as well as operators trained 
in their use.

Report Of The Time & Tide Resource 
Conservation & Development Area 


What is Time & Tide RC&D? We are a people’s program. We 
are sponsored in part by the counties and directed by local people. 
We are a base for people to come together to plan and carry out proj- 
ects relating to natural resources. We help people improve their use 
and care of natural resources. 

Your Time & Tide RC&D was selected as the outstanding RC&D 
in New England for 1980. This was due partly to the volunteer ser- 
vice of the local people and the work that was carried out in the RC&D 
area by the people. 

Examples of completed projects are: Rockland recreation area, 
Southport ball field, Warren tennis courts, Wiscasset High School 
athletic field and parking area, Camden-Rockport High School athletic 
facilities, Owl’s Head resource inventory, Rockport Elementary School 
ball field, firewood buying booklet, forestry-adult education program, 
Rockland shore erosion, and Waldo Regional Vocational Center fire 
pond and wildlife area. 

The “Program of Action” has been supplemented and brought up 
to date. Supplement No. 5 gives a good overview of the Time & Tide 
RC&D activities. Copies of this booklet were sent to all selectmen/ 
council members, and they are available at the Time & Tide office, 
Route 1, Waldoboro, if you are interested. 

Some of the projects currently active in the area include: Bath rec- 
reation areas, Wiscasset Primary School drainage and erosion control, 
Oyster River Bog, Boothbay Harbor recreation facilities, Boothbay 
recreation area development, Waldoboro Town Forest, Camden Hos- 
pital nature trail, Damariscotta school nature trail, Dresden ball field, 
Lincolnville recreation development, Wiscasset recreation center plan- 
ning, St. George ball field, Belfast drainage and erosion control at the 
City Park, Camden Snow Bowl, flood plain management study survey 
on the Medomak and St. George Rivers, Georgetown waterfront, Sears- 
mont community plan, along with many more. 

The Time & Tide RC&D has a committee involved in each of the 
following topics: Forest, Soils & Land Use, Energy, Information, and 
Recreation and Tourism. The committees have been active and are 
unique in that anyone interested may serve on one or more commit- 
tees. Presently there are over 250 people on committee mailing lists. 
These are local citizens from Brunswick to Belfast. 

The Time & Tide RC&D Council purchased a 35-minute color 
film, “Land Use — A Moral Dilemma,” which can be shown to groups 
in the Mid Coast area on request.

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Tax Collector’s Report 


Ninety-five percent of the 1980 Property Taxes, have been col- 
lected. Interest of fifteen percent per year, since February 1, 1981, 
is being charged on all unpaid taxes. Legal actions for Tax Liens 
will commence in April, 1981. The Due Date for 1980 Taxes was 
December 15, 1980. 

Property owners of record April first, are assessed for that year. 
They are responsible for the payment of the full year’s taxes. If the 
property is sold after April first, the new owner will be assessed the 
following April. 

Declarations of all taxable real and personal property should be 
turned in to the Tax Assessor’s office by April fifteenth. These forms 
are in the Town Report or can be obtained at the Town Office. 

Please notify the Tax Office of changes of address so that tax in- 
formation can be accurately mailed. Partial payments can be made 
for the current year or prepaid for the next year. 


Excise Taxes 
During 1980, excise tax was collected on 3,803 vehicles. This 

is an increase of 135 vehicles over 1979. Excise taxes are payable 
once a year, when the registration expires, to the town where the own- 
er lives. Re-registrations can be done on most vehicles at the Town 
Office.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

The largest single portion of central office time during calendar 
year 1980 has been devoted to the new school construction. Bids 
were awarded in May of 1980. Two separate general contractors re- 
ceived the bids for the work at Rockport Elementary School and the 
Knowlton Street site. The general contractor for Rockport Elemen- 
tary School is McKee Construction Company out of Gardiner, Maine. 
The general contractor for the Knowlton Street site is Storer & Sons 
out of Damariscotta, Maine. 

Construction began at Rockport Elementary School early in June. 
Construction effectively began at Knowlton Street during the last week 
of June. At the present time the classroom sections of both construc- 
tion projects are anticipated for completion close to the February 
vacation. It is our hope that we will move into these new classrooms 
during February vacation. Work on elevators, playing fields and ex- 
terior painting and landscaping will be continued into the spring and 
early summer. We are currently planning for appropriate open houses, 
tours and ceremonies for the opening of the new wings. These two 
“events” will occur during the spring of 1981. 

The school budget vote for 1980-81 was held in June of 1980 
for the residents of Camden and Rockport at their respective polling 
places in each town. We are one of two districts in the state approved 
on a trial basis for this procedure. The sixteen line ballot was suc- 
cessfully passed in both towns on all lines. 

The district is especially pleased for the increased effort in the 
area of parent involvement in the schools during calendar year 1980. 
The PTCA, started three years ago in grades K-3 and effectively ex- 
panded into grades 4-8 two years ago, continues to provide multiple 
benefits and activities for the schools. 

New since the previous year, in the area of parent involvement, 
has been the implementation of a Boosters Club at the high school. 
There are two main prongs to this effort, a sports boosters club and 
a school boosters club. This two-pronged effort funded itself initially 
on the basis of the project they undertook at the time of the demoli- 
tion of the old high school. This included the sale of any or all parts 
of the old high school to any interested party in the community. 
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Through this process over $8,000 was raised. The district is extreme- 
ly pleased that so many people in the community obtained usable por- 
tions of the old high school for their homes, avocations or businesses. 
And of course we are also happy that the money collected has been 
made available for instructional and athletic purposes in our schools. 

Because of the extensive construction ongoing at our sites and be- 
cause of the renovation involved with this construction, it is some- 
times difficult for the observer to determine which capital outlay 
projects are part of the construction project and which are funded 
from local funds. For the purpose of this report we will deal first with 
the capital outlay expenditures that are part of the construction proj- 
ect and secondly with the capital outlay improvements that are part 
of our own budget. 

At the Knowlton Street site the following projects are being com- 
pleted as a result of the construction project. 

1. The gym foyer has been redesigned. 

2. The gym stage has been totally renovated. It now includes two 
offices, a training room, a small storage room and a large stor- 
age room at the gym floor area. Also included is a corridor for 
students traveling from what used to be the 4th and Sth grade 
wing of Mary E. Taylor to the new wing at the high school. 

3. The exterior fire exit on the north side of the Mary E. Taylor 
Building has been removed. In its place an interior fire exit has 
been provided. 


4. Playing fields have been totally renovated. 

5. The playground area behind Mary E. Taylor has been retarred. 

6. Fencing has been added around the new student parking lot. 

7. Gates have been added to close off the ball field from any ve- 
hicular traffic. 

8. A new guidance area has been constructed for the Knowlton 


Street complex. 
In addition, at Knowlton Street, the following work has been com- 
pleted using local funds: 
The roof over the gym foyer has been refinished. 
2. The roof over the connector between the gymnasium and the 
high school has been refinished. 
3. Bleachers for the gymnasium have been purchased and installed. 
4. The north wall of the gymnasium has been insulated and covered. 
5. The playing fields have been irrigated and electricity has been 
provided. 
6. New lighting has been provided in the high school corridor. 
7. All classroom windows in the high school have had one-half of 
their surface insulated and closed. 
8. The industrial arts building and the music room have had half 
of their windows insulated and closed. 
9. Pneumatic control systems for the main wing of the high school 
have been replaced. 
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10. All entrances and exits from the Knowlton Street complex have 
been weatherstripped. 

11. The corridors at Mary E. Taylor have been painted and exterior 
sections of the windows on the lower floors have been painted. 

12. A broadcast/audio-visual room has been built overlooking the 
gym floor. 
At Rockport Elementary School the following maintenance proj- 
ects have been included in the building project. 

1. The establishment of a new parking lot on the south side of the 
building. 


2. The redesign and renovation of the playing fields. 

3. A new playground has been built. 

4. A new storage area has been built out of what used to be a cor- 
ridor between the two first grade classrooms on the front of the 
building. 

5. A coal furnace and coal storage room have been installed and 
built. 


6. A new locker/shower room has been built. 

7. New office space, a new storage area and a new nurse’s office 
have been provided for the administration. 

8. The special education classrooms have been remodeled to ac- 
commodate two special education teachers and a speech therapist. 

9. A library has been built from what used to be a third grade class- 
room. 

The following maintenance projects have been completed out of 
local funds: 

1. The existing corridor in Rockport Elementary School has been 
carpeted and painted and once the temporary classrooms are 
removed from the gymnasium a new ceiling and lights will be 
installed in this corridor. 

At the Elm Street School the following capital outlay projects have 
been completed: 

1. The school has been reroofed. 

2. A new chain link fence has been installed around the playground 
where needed. 

3. A ramp for the handicapped has been added entering into one 
of the two kindergarten rooms. 

At the bus garage and storage area we have installed our own 
gasoline tank and pump. 


In the cafeteria we have been making an effort during the past 
year to improve our menus by increasing the number of fruits, veg- 
etables and grains offered while decreasing the amounts of sugar and 
saturated fats in our recipes. We have also added a salad bar and par- 
ticipation has been very high. 

During the past year we have added new hard cover spelling books 
for grades 2 and 3. We have also implemented the Houghton Mifflin 
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reading series in grades 2 and 3 with all students currently placed in 
appropriate instructional levels. We have purchased a set of paper- 
backs to supplement the Lippincott basal in grades 4 and 5 and con- 
tinue to use the Merrill Linguistic Reading series as an alternate basal 
text. A suggested reading list (primarily of novels) has been developed 
for grades 6-12. 

A reading competency examination for graduation from high 
school has now been developed and is being administered as this is 
written. Two forms of the test were given on a trial basis last May. 
From those results the final form was developed. The official admin- 
istration of the exam will begin with all 8th grade students in May 
of 1981. Students who are unable to demonstrate competency will 
be placed at appropriate curriculum levels and assisted in those areas 
needing remediation. 

At Mary E. Taylor an elective drama course has been initiated 
which has proven very successful. 

In the area of mathematics a minimum competency program at 
the high school level has been in place for three years. The current 
senior class will be the first graduating class to have to pass the test 
in order to receive a high school diploma. As of this writing, 94 per- 
cent of the high school seniors have passed the examination. This 
program has been well received by students, parents, the high school 
faculty and by Mary E. Taylor and the Appleton, Hope and Lincoln- 
ville Schools. Each of the sending schools to Camden-Rockport High 
School are making use of the objectives, test questions and the pre- 
pared material for each objective in order to adequately prepare 
youngsters in arithmetic skills in order to graduate from high school. 

Our grades 6-12 social studies program is in the second year of 
a Title IV-C developmental grant, operating this year on an $18,000 
budget. Seven social studies teachers worked this past summer to 
complete the development of teaching units which are used to teach 
the specific objectives assigned to each course. 

We will be applying for approximately $9,000 for the 1981-82 
school year to complete the third year phase of this Title IV_ proj- 
ect. The objectives for the third year will concentrate on the creation 
of supplementary material and activities for special education as well 
as for advanced students, the development of reteaching materials, 
and the development of a course pre-test/post-test. 

For grades 6-12 a science committee has been established involv- 
ing the schools in S.A.D. No. 28 and the schools of Hope, Lincoln- 
ville and Appleton which feed into the Camden-Rockport High School 
for the purpose of developing a coordinated science program. 

This committee will be addressing the various course offerings in 
science and outlining the content and process objectives appropriate 
for the various science programs. By involving the teachers from the 
feeder schools, a 6-12 science program can be developed that would 
avoid omissions, overlaps and fragmentation of background preparation. 
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During the summer of 1980 all of the special education staff and 
the administrators in the district met for three days to set goals for 
the 1980-81 school year. Established as the highest priority was in- 
creasing the classroom teachers’ participation in the writing of and 
the execution of I.E.P.’s. The goal for the 1980-81 school year is that 
classroom teachers will be responsible for twenty percent of the writ- 
ing and implementation of I.E.P.’s. A workshop has been provided 
for teachers in this area and work is currently ongoing on an individual 
basis as I.E.P.’s are written and carried out. 

Our district continues to receive its share of grants from the state 
and federal level. Our kindergarten teachers received a $450 mini 
grant with which they developed many activities for their kinder- 
garten program. 

Elementary music has received a three-year $1,800 year grant to 
develop a string program for our school system. The primary bulk 
of the $1,800 has been spent for the rental of instruments and the same 
is expected for next year. The initial emphasis on the program has 
been in grades K-5. 

By far the largest new grant ($10,000) is in the area of education 
for the gifted and talented. Much has happened quickly in this pro- 
gram. The decision was made to focus our first year effort on grades 
6-12. During the past six months a large amount of time has gone 
into a large scale screening and identification procedure which will 
give each student in grades 6-12 an equal opportunity to be con- 
sidered for one or more of the six areas of gifted and talented educa- 
tion. As of this writing, screening committees are reviewing the ma- 
terial collected from all sources and are conducting interviews to de- 
termine which students will be accepted into the program. 

We are predicting that some 125 students in grades 6-12 will be 
identified for one or more of the program areas. Their programs will 
be individualized to meet the student’s specific needs as much as pos- 
sible and will take multiple forms: mini courses, individual study, 
apprenticeships, mentorships, courses at Mid-Coast Community Col- 
lege, productions of literature, film, arts, music, as well as individual 
scholarships for lessons with local teachers of voice, dance, music 
and sculpture. 

Last spring, through the Bowdoin computer system, we initiated 
the Guidance Information Service (G.I.S.) a large data bank of oc- 
cupational and post secondary schooling information. This year we 
have installed a terminal in the guidance office connected directly 
with the G.I.S. program in Augusta. The purchase of this terminal 
was made possible through a state grant sought by our guidance de- 
partment and awarded in the spring of 1980. 

A main move during the 1980-81 school year has been to add 
micro computers. As of this date, thanks to the building project, we 
have purchased a micro computer for use in the high school. Through 
the use of local funds we have also purchased a micro computer for 
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the elementary school and one for the junior high school. Usage is 
pretty much continuous for these micro computers. 

The Board of Directors of S.A.D. No. 28 have, at a recent meet- 
ing, approved the implementation of an alternative education pro- 
gram for youngsters between the ages of 12 and 15. This program is 
aimed at those students who seem out of control of the school, their 
parents, and the community. We have budgeted for the employment 
of an instructor who will be a person able to relate well to this type 
of student as well as able to provide the necessary academic skills. 
We anticipate hiring this individual by the middle of January. 

The Curriculum Committee of the Board as well as the Board of 
Directors at budget development time in the spring of 1980 reviewed 
carefully several priority areas studied during the year. It was de- 
cided that music has grown to a substantial degree in this district and 
that one day a week of additional instrumental music instruction was 
required. As a result, a woodwind instructor has been hired for one 
day each week. 

The Mary E. Taylor Middle School has seen a change in course 
offerings. Specifically, the following areas of instruction have been 
added for the 1980-81 school year. A library science unit is taught 
in grade 6 during a social studies class, and an intramural sports pro- 
gram is now offered during the lunch period for any student interested. 

The seventh grade has added home economics and health, each 
for one quarter. Physical education has changed from an eighteen 
week experience to a nine week experience while art and music are 
offered four and one-half weeks each. 

The eighth grade is required to take nine weeks of physical ed- 
ucation and nine weeks of industrial arts. In place of the previously 
required art and music, students now choose two of our electives: 
theater, guitar, art and elective physical education. Eighth grade stu- 
dents interested in vocal music have the opportunity to participate in 
the junior high school chorus. 

A special emphasis has been made in the 1980-81 budget to pro- 
vide increased services for interscholastic athletics. Additional 
monies have been budgeted for this purpose. In addition, a summer 
basketball program has been funded by the Boosters Club. The bud- 
get also carries full recognition of the swimming and tennis programs 
for the first time. 

S.A.D. No. 28 offers a sound educational program Stressing a 
firm grounding in basic skills and competencies as well as offering a 
broad educational program including, among others, art, music, in- 
dustrial arts, home economics, business, foreign languages, physical 
education, health, vocational education and various sports and extra- 
curricular activities. 
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I am proud of what our district does for our children but we are 
also working to improve our system. I welcome your interest and 
contribution to this effort.

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Auditor’s Report

We have examined the balance sheets of the various funds and the 
general long-term debt group of accounts for the Town of Camden as 
of December 31, 1980 and 1979 and the other financial statements of 
the Town of Camden as listed in the foregoing table of contents, for 
the year ended December 31, 1980. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accord- 
ingly included such tests of the accounting records and such other audit- 
ing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

The Town of Camden has not maintained a record of its fixed as- 
sets and accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by 
generally accepted accounting principles, is not included in this finan- 
cial report. 

The statements of cash receipts and disbursements of the Mountain 
View and Oak Hill Cemetery Associations and the Camden Public Li- 
brary Association do not give effect to accounts receivable, accounts 
payable and accrued items. Accordingly, the statements do not pre- 
sent the results of operations in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles. 

In our opinion the aforementioned financial statements present 
fairly the financial position of the various funds and the general long- 
term debt group of accounts of the Town of Camden as of December 
31, 1980 and 1979, the results of the operations of such funds for the 
year ended December 31, 1980 in conformity with generally accepted

The accompanying schedules | through 3 are not necessary for a 
fair presentation of the financial statements, but are presented as sup- 
plementary data. This information has been subjected to the test and 
other auditing procedures applied in the examination of the financial 
Statements mentioned above and in our opinion is fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
Bases of Accounting — The accrual basis of accounting is fol- 
lowed by all funds other than budgetary funds, i.e. general fund, 
which utilizes the modified accrual basis of accounting. Mod- 
ifications to the accrual method of accounting are as follows: 

A) Revenues are recorded on the basis of cash receipts as 

adjusted for accounts and taxes receivable; 

B) Expenditures are recorded on an accrual basis except for 
disbursements for inventory type items, which 
are considered expenditures at the time of 
purchase; 

2. prepaid expenses, which are not recorded; and 
3. interest on long-term debt which is recorded as 
an expenditure when due. 
The cash basis of accounting is utilized by the Mountain View 
Cemetery Association, Oak Hill Cemetery Association and Cam- 
den Public Library Association. Accordingly statements pre- 
pared by these organizations are not presented in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 
Investments — Investments are recorded at cost. 
Reserves — Capital reserves and carried departmental bal- 
ances are established in accordance with the statutes of the State 
of Maine and are maintained solely for their stated purpose. 
Tax Acquired Property — Property acquired by foreclosure 
for non-payment of taxes is recorded at the amount of expired 
tax liens plus the costs involved in foreclosure. Liens and any 
current taxes on the same parcel are not included as part of tax 
acquired property account until expiration of statutory time 
limits but are included in lien or tax accounts. 
2. Investments 
Investments of the Town of Camden at December 31, 1980 
include government and corporate securities and long-term cer- 
tificates of deposit. The cost of investments at December 31, 
1980 was $530,991, $344,683 and $23,050 for the General 
Fund, Trust Fund, and Sewer Project Fund respectively. At 
that same date the estimated market value of those investments 
was $530,991, $475,300 and $23,050 respectively. 
3. Pension Coverage 
The Town of Camden has elected to provide retirement cov- 
erage for all non-elected employees under the Maine State Re- 
tirement System. This plan, which is approximately 50% funded 
by employee contributions, resulted in a net cost of $26,503 to 
the Town of Camden for the year ended December 31, 1980. 
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Pension costs are actuarily determined by the State. 
Additionally, employees are covered by Social Security at a 
cost for 1980 of $24,664. 
Employees are eligible for normal retirement under the Maine 
State Retirement System upon reaching age 60 or early retire- 
ment after 25 years of service. 

4. Pending Litigation 
There have been filed against the Town of Camden certain legal 
suits wherein substantial damages are being claimed. 
As of this date, these suits have been scheduled for trial and 
are pending. 
Because of the complexities involved, it is the opinion of legal 
counsel that ultimate liability to the town, if any, cannot be 
determined. 

5. Bonds Payable 
A summary of the town’s general indebtedness at December 31, 
includes the following bonds payable.

General interest income of $15,951, excise tax revenues in excess 
of appropriations of $26,425, and unexpended balances of $19,364 
in public works maintenance, $10,232 in inusrance and $9,447 in the 
police department account for a large part of the lapsed balances. 

Assets — The general fund checking account of $27,844 and sav- 
ings account of $22,457 were on deposit with the Camden National 
Bank, Camden, Maine. Cash in various banks was verified by exam- 
ination of passbooks and confirmations were received from de- 
positories on all cash balances. Savings accounts totaling $40,659 are 
being kept in reserve for eventual equipment replacement within the 
Fire Department, Sewer Department and Public Works Department 
and for fuel assistance. 

Taxes receivable of $170,441 reflect an increase of $39,430 from 
the 1979 balance. The 1980 taxes make up $169,526 of the total bal- 
ance. Collections on 1980 taxes represented 90.4% of the total as- 
sessment as compared to a collection rate of 92.6% in the prior year. 

Accounts receivable of $27,475 are comprised of various balances 
due to the Town of Camden at December 31, 1980. Reimbursements 
totaling $14,260 from the Environmental Protection Agency and the 
Department of Environmental Protection as their share of sewer treat- 
ment studies and $8,225 due from surrounding towns for the dump 
assessment are the largest of the accounts receivable. 

Sewer department receivables of $26,978 represent 1980 user 
charges. ‘These receivables show an increase of $14,689 from 1979 
balances largely as a result of the wastewater commission’s decision 
to undergo the commitment and lien process on a less frequent basis 
than in prior years. 

Sewer commitments and liens totaling $2,953 represent those re- 
ceivables which have been committed to the town treasurer for collec- 
tion. Liens may be recorded for unpaid amounts three months to one 
year after commitment. 

Investments consist of $530,991 in certificates of deposit held at 
local banks. These certificates mature in 1981 and bear interest at 
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rates ranging from 8.61% to 18.25%. Of the total certificates held, 
$229,563 are restricted as part of the capital reserves. 

The balance on tax liens of $23,090 is the amount of outstanding 
liens for 1979 taxes. 

Tax acquired property of $804 reflects the balance of expired tax 
liens. 

Liabilities and Reserves — Departmental balances of $198,683 
consists of various operating account balances carried forward to 1981 
in accordance with legal requirement or the approval of the townspeo- 
ple. Included in this amount are debt retirement reserves of $70,551, 
State Revenue Sharing reserves of $3,200, which will be used to re- 
duce the 1981 tax assessment, and the operating balance of the sewer 
department of $59,029. 

Payroll taxes and other deductions of $508 represent balances due 
based upon the final 1980 payrolls. 

Prepaid property taxes represent advance payments of 1981 taxes. 


Revenue Sharing Fund 
The unappropriated Federal Revenue Sharing Fund balance of 
$78,131 is held in accordance with the regulations of the Office of Rev- 
enue Sharing for appropriation in 1981 or 1982. This amount is held 
on deposit with Camden National Bank in a savings account of the 
same amount. 


Trust Fund 

Trust fund securities were physically examined at the Camden Na- 
tional Bank. Income payments were traced to cash receipts and en- 
tries in proper accounts. Time deposits were compared with passbooks 
and confirmed directly by the applicable banks. Checking accounts 
were reconciled to the cash accounts in the general ledger and confirmed 
with the depository. The total funds held or invested generated an in- 
come of $36,421 in 1980 which was offset by expenditures in accor- 
dance with trust instruments of $39,173. The total funds held in trust 
at a cost of $390,033 had an estimated market value of $520,600 at 
~December 31. 


Sewer Project Fund 

Cash in savings and investments in certificates of $40,990 was 
verified by examination of passbooks and by direct confirmation with 
the depositories. 

The industry assessment of $62,702 represents the remaining bal- 
ance of a 1973 billing to local industries for their portion of the costs 
of the sewerage facility. This assessment is being amortized over a 
period of several years. 

Debt service on the outstanding bonds of $450,000 is handled 
through the General Fund. In 1980, as in past years, the Sewer Proj- 
ect Fund transferred $20,000 to the General Fund as partial reimburse- 
ment. 
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Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts 

The $67,000 due from the Camden Outing Club represents the 
amount needed to retire the general obligation bonds issued for the 
Snow Bowl Development. Of this amount $15,000 represents the bal- 
ance due on the 1973 issue of $50,000 and $52,000 represent the bal- 
ance due on the original amount of $65,000 issued in 1977 to pay off 
the short-term indebtedness incurred by the Camden Outing Club to 
complete the installation of improvements at the Snow Bowl. It is the 
intention of the Camden Outing Club to reimburse the Town as the 
bonds mature, plus interest equal to the rate payable on the bonds. 

Scope of Audit 

The system of internal control for all funds, associations and ac- 
count groups was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. Count of cash was made and rec- 
ords checked to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements 
furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. Verifica- 
tions were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of re- 
corded assets. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expendi- 
tures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled checks 
were examined for a selected period. Excise tax collections were ver- 
ified with copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Surety bond 
and other insurance coverage was reviewed.

Article 4. To elect three members and two alternates to serve 
as a Budget Committee Nominating Committee for the following year. 
It shall be the duty of the Nominating Committee to submit to the 
Town Manager not later than February 1, for publication in the an- 
nual Town Report, a slate of nominees to serve on the Budget Com- 
mittee for three years.

Discharge of Firearms. 

In accordance with the provisions of Title 30, §2151 of the Maine 
Revised Statutes, and by the authority granted within §2151, and in 
the interest of promoting general welfare and providing for public 
safety, the following ordinance is hereby adopted by the inhabitants 
of the Town of Camden, Maine: 


Section 1. No person, except a police officer in the performance 
of his duties, shall, without a permit from the Police Chief, discharge 
any firearm within the confines of the area described below, herein- 
after referred to as the “prohibited area,” except as follows: 


(a) At military exercises, funerals or reviews; 

(b) At memorial events; 

(c) In defense of himself, his family, and his property; but only to 
the extent permitted by the laws of the State of Maine and in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the State of Maine; 

(d) For the destruction of any dangerous animal. 


Section 2. Prohibited Area 

Beginning on the southerly side of Route 1 at a point where the 
easterly line of Camden Hills State Park intersects with US Route 1, 
thence in a northeasterly direction following the southerly line of 
US Route 1 to the Camden-Lincolnville Line; thence in a southeast- 
erly direction following said town line of Camden and Lincolnville 
on the shore of Penobscot Bay; thence following the shore line by va- 
rious courses to a point where the northeasterly line of State Park in- 
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tersects with said shore line; thence in a generally northwesterly di- 
rection along the line of State Park to US Route | and the point of 
beginning. 


Section 3. Penalty 

Each person who shall violate the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a criminal offense and shall be subject to a fine of 
not less than $25 nor more than $100 for each infraction hereof. Said 
fine to be collected by complaint of the Town at a District Court. 
Each and every incident of discharge of firearms in violation of this 
ordinance shall be considered a separate and independent violation. 


Article 28. Shall Amendments be enacted to the Zoning Or- 

dinance of the Town of Camden as follows: 

(1) Add Article 16 to Section 1; 

(2) Add Article 17 to Section 3; 

(3) Amend Section 4, Article 7 with regard to maximum continuous 
clearing; 

(4) Amend Section 4, Article 7 to add a subsection (h); 

(5) Amend Section 4, Article 7, Shoreland Zone, to add a subsection 
(i) concerning timber harvesting; 

(6) Amend Section 4, Article 9; 

(7) Amend Section 5, (Definitions) to add a definition of high water 
and a definition of timber harvesting; 

(8) Amend the official zoning map of the Town of Camden to change 
the zones of two areas from rural to natural resource protection. 


Copies of the full language of the foregoing Amendments are on 
file and available at the Town Office.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men or the Town Manager, acting in concurrence with said Select- 
men, to accept and expend, on behalf of the Town, federal and/or 
state funds which may be received, from time to time, in the form of 
Grants or for any other purpose, during the period 10/1/81 - 9/30/82, 
or act anything relative thereto.

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Maiden Cliff Cross 


This local landmark was restored in June through joint ef- 
forts of Camden citizens and employees. The original cross on 
Maiden’s Cliff was erected to mark the site where 11-year-old 
Eleanor French fell to her death in 1864. This was the fourth 
cross to be raised since then. 

Robbins Lumber in Searsmont donated the 6”x12” timbers 
for the 600-pound cross. The Town crew assembled the struc- 
ture which measures 24-feet tall and has a 12-foot crossbeam. 
Local merchants donated paint and hardware. The Town Crew 
transported the cross to a nearby field where a helicopter sup- 
plied by the Air National Guard lifted it to the site on Maiden’s 
Cliff. The Camden Fire Department and Town Crew were wait- 
ing there to fasten it securely with pins and cables to the cliff.

To: The Citizens of the Town of Camden. 

I hereby submit the report of the Camden First Aid Associa- 
tion. 

This past year has been really busy for the Association as the 
ambulances have rolled out of the Fire Station for a total of 849 
runs. This is a substantial increase over last year’s 715 runs. 
These include emergencies to the local hospitals, emergency 
transfers to distant hospitals, routine transfers, drills and no 
transports. 


Our association membership remains about the same as we 
lose some and gain some each year. John Hart has retired after 
26 years of valuable service. He was honored recently and pre- 
sented with a 26 year plaque. Bob Oxton was also honored and 
presented with a 20 year plaque. He plans to remain active in 
the association. 


During this year several members have been certified in the 
first steps of Advanced Life Support. The ultimate goal of this 
training is full paramedic status which is still some time in the 
future and hundreds of hours of further training for the individual 
attendant. This training is centered on more expertise in patient 
care before and while being transported to the hospital. 

At the present time all of our equipment is paid for, but as 
is usually the case when that point is reached it’s in need of re- 
placement. Plans are to replace the cab and chassis of Rescue 2 
by the end of the year. This cost will be realized by various 
small and large fund raising projects, donations, and probably 
a bank loan. 

We really appreciate the financial support given the Associa- 
tion by the Town’s people, and the super attitude that is shown 
toward our work. This, along with the satisfaction that we get 
from helping others is a great reward for our services. 

To the Association members: Thanks for another year of 
dedicated service. 

To the Public: Thanks again for your support. Perhaps we’ll 
be seeing you at some of our blood pressure clinics.

Department for the year 1981: 


In the field of training, one officer graduated from the Basic 
Police School held at the Maine Criminal Justice Academy. One 
officer received his certification by the waiver process from the 
academy, and a Police Dispatchers school was conducted in 
Camden by the staff of the academy. In-service training sessions 
were held during the year which all officers attended. All of- 
ficers received firearms training three times at the Oyster River 
Range. In-service and firearms training will be continued through- 
out the coming year. All members of the department have been 
certified by the Maine Criminal Justice Academy. 


With the relocation of the Town Offices to Elm Street, the 
Police Department has moved into the former town offices. 
It is with an extreme and deep sense of pride that I commend 
the members of the department and their families who so freely 
donated their time and efforts in remodeling the new station. It is 
a facility which is most adequate and functional not only for now 
but for the future. Through the efforts of these members many 
tax dollars were saved during the construction. A special thanks 
to the organizations who donated material to the department 
for this project.

To all Citizens of Camden: 


As the Fire Chief of Camden, I am very proud to bring to you 
the report for 1981. 


During 1981 the members trained in many areas of the fire 
service. Basic first aid, hand and aerial ladder operations, pumps 
and pumping, and the use of hand lines. 


We had several members attend a weekend seminar on wood 
stove installation, construction, and inspection of chimneys. We 
had thirteen men attend a fifteen week, forty-five hour course on 
building construction put on by S.M.V.T.I. of South Portland, 
designed for the fire service. We also held a Defensive Driving 
School for the members, the instructors were from the D.O.T. 
and the Maine State Police. We had several members work with the 
Lewiston, Maine Fire Department on weekend (36 hour) duty for 
on the job training. We spent endless hours training on our new 
1981 Pumper. Learning its capabilities, learning to drive it, and 
trying to become a part of its operation. 


Our new Pumper is a 1000 gallon per minute, its our first diesel 
truck, has a five man cab for foul weather - also heat shields to 
keep it from freezing in sub-zero weather. It has the capability to 
discharge 1000 gallons of water with the top mounted gun as many 
people witnessed this past summer as we drilled with it. 


One of our highlights of the year was going to the New York 
Chief Show as we had the good fortune to have our truck on dis- 
play at the show. Only the best trucks get to go to the show. 


In the line of new equipment we received thirteen new radio 
receivers (Pagers) to be carried by the men around town, our 
response time is greatly improved with the pagers. 


Our largest fire of the year was the McCarthy summer home on 
Chestnut Street. We had several potentially bad fires but with 
early detection and alarm we were able to nip them in the bud. 


We had seventy-seven fires, nineteen drills, sixteen false alarms, 
thirteen meetings, four work parties for a total of 129 roll calls. 
That number is eleven down from last year. 


In August we held our annual picnic at Hazel and Neal Peabody’s 
cottage — many thanks to the Peabodys. There were 134 present. 
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Our Mutual Aid Calls totaled three, four less than last year. We 
went to Hope once, Rockport once, and Rockland once. We also 
received Mutual Aid on the McCarthy fire. 


On July 11, we had avery successful 99th Fireman’s Ball at the 
Snow Bowl. On August 3, we started making plans for our 100th 
Fireman’s Ball. A three day event starting July 9th with a variety 
show, July 10th a pancake breakfast, parade, chicken bar-b-que, 
and finishing the day with the ball at the Samoset, and July 11th 
Ecumenical Church Service, road race, boat parade, and last a large 
volley of fireworks in the harbor. We hope the Citizens of Camden 
enjoy our planned events. 


In closing, most of all I would like to thank the members of the 
Camden Fire Department for a year of hard work and risking 
themselves helping others.

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WASTEWATER DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Board of Wastewater Commissioners and the Citizens 
of the Town of Camden, I respectfully submit this Twelfth Annual 
Report of the Wastewater Department for the year 1981. 

The grant program for, ‘‘SSewer System Evaluation Study’’, 
“Sludge Management Study” and “Industrial Pretreatment Pro- 
gram’? were completed during 1981, and we now have three very 
thorough and useful reports to assist in solving some of the prob- 
lems that have plagued this department since its inception in 
1970. The sewer study identified and quanified many sources 
of inflow and infiltration from old cracked pipe, poor joints, 
roof and cellar drains and various other problems. Most of these 
will have to be corrected before the sewer system will be re- 
lieved from overloading and high operating costs during wet 
weather. 

The Sludge Management Study determined several ways to 
utilize the excess sludge generated from the treatment plant 
process. The most feasible and cost effective method appears 
to be similar to our present methods of field spreading, with 
some improved methods of handling to assure a safe and bene- 
ficial product. 

The Industrial Pretreatment Program was mandated by federal 
license requirements which sets guidelines for all municipal treat- 
ment plants processing industrial wastewater. The purpose of the 
program is to assure the discharge of industrial wastes to munici- 
pal sewage works does not have a detrimental effect on the col- 
lections system, plant process or equipment, effluent or quality 
of the sludge utilization program. 

Sewer extension plans for 1982 include two, small projects 
of residential extensions, and repairs to the system to help correct 
inflow and infiltration to the extent funds and time allow. 

The year end financial status of the Wastewater Department 
appears to be healthy, and barring any unforseen major expendi- 
tures, another rate increase should not be necessary before 1983. 

Results of operations at the treatment plant for the year were 
very good in spite of equipment that is beginning to wear out, 
and a wet year in terms of rainfall, 49.85 inches recorded at the 
plant. The following is a summary of operations for the year 
ending December 31, 1981.

Maximum Flow, Dec. 2, 1981 3,038,000 Gallons 
Minimum Flow, Jan. 25, 1981 324,000 Gallons

Dry Sludge from Drying Beds 89 Cubic Yards 
Avg. % Removal, Biochemical Oxygen Demand 94.4% 
Avg. % Removal, Suspended Solids 89.4%

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


It was a busy and interesting year for the Planning Board. 
Reviews of subdivisions, proposed subdivisions and changes in 
existing subdivisions were conducted and many on site inspec- 
tions by the board were held. The on site inspections have proven 
most valuable. The board then has a on site visual knowledge 
of what is proposed or what is going on. 


Many sign applications came before the board and were re- 
viewed. Most sign applications were in conformance with the 
ordinance and approved. Others were disapproved and sent back 
to the drawing board. 


The Planning Board worked on amendments to the Zoning 
Ordinance but due to the fact that the Comprehensive Plan was 
so out dated and that a committee was formed to update the 
plan, the proposed amendments we put on the back burner. 
However, the Town did adopt amendments to the Harbor and 
River Business Zone. 


The board then turned their attention to reviewing the sub- 
division guidelines for the Town of Camden.

Camden, Rockport, and Lincolnville residents have been served 
by Camden Area District Nursing Association for sixty-two years. 


As well as serving a segment of our senior citizen population 
with assistance in bathing, foot care, arranging and transporting 
to doctors, administering injections, checking vital signs and 
general management of living at home and taking medications; 
we have worked with the school nurse in giving immunizations to 
pre-school and school age children. Our monthly blood pressure 
clinics have grown in number of people attending and in effective- 
ness of detecting and following through with doctor referrals 
and health teaching to treat high blood pressure. Due to the 
generosity of an interested individual, we were able to offer free 
flu vaccine to the community again this year, although it was not 
available to us through the State as in the past. 


We are available by referral from doctors, family members, 
friends or the people who feel they need assistance. The Camden 
Hospital switchboard very kindly takes all telephone messages 
for the district nurse when she is not in. (Tel. No. 236-8381, 
ext. 260) 


We are very fortunate to occupy office space in the Camden

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HARBOR MASTER’S REPORT 


First, I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Manager and the citizens of the Town of Camden for your support 
and cooperation which helped me so very much through the year. 


Each year traffic in the harbor seems to get heavier and a 
greater demand for floats and moorings. Last year we put out 
twenty finger floats and they were all sold and I could have 
sold another ten or twelve if I had had them. 


As you probably know we lease to the two Friendship Sloops 
that take passengers for hire, one side of the floats going out to 
the schooners Mattie and Mercantile for the sum of fifty dollars 
a week per boat, which attracted more people into Camden, 
and there were a few times we had the opportunity to lease the 
Angelique’s berth. 


I like to think the more the harbor can support itself the less 
burden it puts on town’s people that don’t use the harbor. 


I would like to let the people that rent finger floats at the head 
of the harbor each year know that the Stephen Taber has asked 
the Board of Selectmen for permission to move to another berth 
to the west of the Mary Day and if permission is granted it will 
cut the finger floats down from twenty to fifteen which will 
eliminate ten berths for small sail boats. 


This spring we are planning to space better and line up some 
moorings and floats in the inner harbor and would appreciate 
the cooperation of all concerned. 


I would again this year like to thank Mr. Ralph Freeman and 
Rusty for their fine work and support during the year.

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ASSESSORS’ AGENT REPORT 


The impact of current economic realities on the budget of a 
small municipality is a factor which all property owners find 
difficult to incorporate into their personal annual budgets. The 
proportion of tax paid in support of the community and the 
value of property which is the basis of that support may seem 
to some to be inequitable. Most property owners will state 
that they do not mind paying their fair share for services pro- 
vided by the municipal government, but the formula for estab- 
lishing that fair share often comes into question. It is the responsi- 
bility of the assessor’s office to establish the formula which, 
when applied to the properties in a community, will establish 
fair market value for tax purposes. 


The starting point for the equitable development and applica- 
tion of such a formula is an accurate record of what constitutes 
the property in Town. The requirement of the accurate record 
necessitates a site inspection of all properties in the Community. 
The review of all properties in Camden is the first step in setting 
up a systematic and equitable procedure for establishing value 
for tax purposes. This review of Camden properties has been 
going on since October. The properties viewed to date lie south- 
west of the Megunticook River between the Hope line and an arc 
drawn between the intersection of Washington St. and Cobb Rd. 
and the intersection of Melvin Heights Rd. and Hosmer Pond Rd. 


I would like to thank the residents of Town whom I’ve met for 
their friendly cooperation in this endeavor and particularly the 
people in the Town Office and those active in matters concerning 
the Town for their friendly support in making the transition to 
a new and challenging job a pleasure.

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CAMDEN-ROCKPORT HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


During 1981 the Society continued to serve the historical and 
educational interests of our two communities through: 

— the collection and display of historical artifacts and memora- 
bilia of local interest, 

— visits to our local schools with displays and talks relating to 
the Maine history curriculum, 

— scheduled visits of student groups to the Conway Homestead, 

— presentation of programs of historic interest to the public, 

— summer opening of the Conway Homestead and museum to 
the general public, tourists and researchers. This past summer 
we had more than 700 visitors from 28 states and eight foreign 
countries. The Homestead is fast becoming a major tourist 
attraction in the mid-coast area. 


Again in 1981 our very popular ‘‘Walking Tour and Bicycle 
and Car Tour” of Camden and Rockport was distributed by the 
Chamber of Commerce and through local hotels and motels. We 
have received mail requests for the brochure from as far away as 
California. 


The Camden-Rockport Historic Landmarks Commission which 
was set up in 1980 through the cooperative efforts of the Histori- 
cal Society and the Chamber of Commerce was quite active 
during 1981. The Commission’s report appears separately. 


In addition to our customary activities, 1981 brought us change 
challenge and growth. During the spring months we found it 
necessary to negotiate an agreement with the developer of the 
Conway Farms subdivision which would protect the lane running 
in front of the Conway House from vehicular traffic to and from 
the subdivision. The Society trustees were unanimous in their 
position that such use would be extremely detrimental to the 
historic character of the Conway Homestead and could be a 
potential traffic safety hazard. An agreement was reached which 
leaves the Conway lane undisturbed. Use of the Conway lane 
will be reduced further by a new access road from Route 1 to the 
museum area currently being planned. 


In May our horse-drawn Molyneaux fire engine, which had 
been stored in the barn at the Conway House for a number of 
years, was moved to the Owls Head Transportation Museum 
where it was viewed by several thousand visitors the past season. 
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This machine was the pride of the Camden Fire Department 
from 1892 to 1917 and likely saw service in the Great Fire of 
1892 which destroyed much of downtown Camden. With the 
removal of the fire engine, we now have room in the barn to 
expand our collection and display of homestead artifacts and 
equipment. 


In June the Society presented a program, open to the public, 
on the restoration of the Arctic exploration schooner Bowdoin 
by the Maine Maritime Museum. In July the Society sponsored 
an Antiques Show and Sale which was well attended and brought 
us some much needed revenue. 


The reconstruction of a modified Cape Cod cottage, which was 
moved to the Conway property in 1980, was completed in July. 
Landscaping for this caretaker’s cottage and its environs was 
made possible by a generous gift of the Camden Garden Club. 


Since the Society’s founding in 1938 our membership has 
grown from 14 to over 350. In the past two years membership 
has grown by about 10%. We anticipate increasing our member- 
ship sustantially in coming months by broadening our historical 
and educational programs to interest a larger constituency of 
townspeople. 


Our most significant and challenging growth in 1981 came 
about through a gift of land by Mrs. Ambrose Cramer of Rockport 
last September. This land adjoins the existing Conway Homestead 
property and has a frontage of over 300 feet on Route 1. This 
addition provides the Homestead a buffer against accelerating 
development along Route 1 and improved access to the Home- 
stead and museum complex. Most importantly, it provides an 
opportunity to expand the historical character of the Homestead 
to be more completely representative of rural life in mid-coast 
Maine 150-200 years ago. 


The collective and individual support of the citizens of Camden 
and Rockport are essential to the on-going activities of the Society. 
Town appropriations and individual donations are greatly ap- 
preciated.

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CAMDEN-ROCKPORT HISTORIC LANDMARK COMMISSION 


On December 17, 1980, this Commission was reorganized as 
the Camden-Rockport Historic Landmark Commission composed 
of a Camden Committee and a Rockport Committee. During 
1981, the Commission met in joint session 16 times, reviewed 
many applications from house owners in both towns, had date 
markers cast in metal for 14 houses in Rockport and 12 in Camden, 
and delivered markers and certificates designating the houses 
as Historic Landmarks. Thirty-seven more houses are currently 
under review. 


The purpose of the Historic Building Survey and the marker 
program is to help preserve the character of the two towns as 
New England coastal villages by identifying structures that con- 
tribute to that character and by encouraging their preservation. 
To qualify for a marker, structures must satisfy the following 
criteria: 

1. The structure must be shown to be at least 75 years old or, if 
newer, must be of exceptional historic significance. 


2.The major portion of the structure must retain its original 
appearance. Excessive alteration, especially of exterior roof- 
lines, materials, windows or doors as seen from public ways, 
will make a structure ineligible. 


3. The structure must be kept in good repair and essentially 
unaltered. Any substantial changes will result in removal of 
the marker. 


Determinations of eligibility will be solely by the Camden- 
-_ Rockport Historic Landmark Commission upon application by 
the owner. Markers remain the property of the Commission and 
may be removed at the Commission’s discretion if the criteria 
for eligibility are no longer met. There is a nominal fee for labor 
and materials in the casting of a marker. 


There is also another category under consideration for struc- 
tures which, although not fully meeting the above-mentioned 
criteria, contribute to the architectural character of the towns. 


This is a continuing program, and it is anticipated that eventual- 
ly the Commission will publish a compendium containing archi- 
tectural descriptions, photographs and other data of historic 
interest on landmark houses in the two towns. Owners of houses 
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that may meet the criteria are urged to fill in application forms 
available in the Town Offices in Camden and Rockport.

The doors of the Camden Public Library were opened to a 
record-breaking number of patrons in 1981 with a total circula- 
tion of 60,096 items loaned. 


Special activities during the year included a display of the 
600-book traveling exhibit from the Maine State Library. A 
story hour for children is held each Friday morning during the 
summer months and is held on the first Saturday of each month 
the remaining part of the year. Nursery school and kindergarten 
children also visited. 


Despite the increased price of books, the Library Book Com- 
mittee is very diligent in its efforts to provide popular and current 
Best Sellers as well as a balance of the classics, arts, and sciences. 
The library is a member of the Northeastern Maine Library Dis- 
trict with its headquarters at the Bangor Public Library; more 
than 300 books were borrowed through the Inter-library Loan 
System. 


One of the major concerns facing the library is the problem 
of recovering overdue and unreturned books. A special appeal 
is made to all library users to return all borrowed materials so 
that they may be available to others. 


The Book Sale held each August benefits the Book Fund. 
Citizens are reminded that books for this sale may be left at the 
library during the year and all contributions, both financial 
and of new and used books, are greatly needed and appreciated. 


After a three month trial in the fall, offering evening hours on 
Mondays, the schedule has been returned to its regular day-time 
hours only, because of the lack of usage during the evening open- 
ings.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Nineteen eighty-one has seen the completion (for all practical 
purposes) of the building project both at Knowlton Street and at 
Rockport Elementary School. The new wing at Rockport Ele- 
mentary School was occupied during February vacation of 1981. 
The new wing at Camden-Rockport High School was occupied 
during April vacation 1981. 


Both schools had open houses during the spring of 1981. 
These occasions were well attended by members of the public 
and were fitting ceremonies to mark the success of this building 
project. Bronze plaques bearing the names of the Building Com- 
mittee members for the project have been placed in each school. 
At Rockport Elementary School the plaque is located in the 
main entrance foyer and at Knowlton Street the plaque is placed 
in the vestibule area immediately outside the gymnasium. 


With the completion of these building projects new school 
construction is expected to now be completed for the foresee- 
able future. Remaining, however, is the question of the renova- 
tion of Mary E. Taylor. This building is approximately fifty 
years old and shows need of renovations, both of a structural 
nature and of energy conservation/cosmetic nature. Wiring, 
plumbing, and heating all need to be updated in the building. 
In addition, the foundation must be inspected and approved. 
Finally, the building contains large expanses of windows and 
fifty year old floors, doors, walls and blackboards. The Board 
of Directors has authorized contracting with Webster, Baldwin, 
Day and Rohman for an engineering study of the needs of this 
building in January of 1982. On the basis of this study decisions 
regarding budget provisions for the coming years will be made. 
Unfortunately, the State Department of Education will not in- 
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clude building renovations as part of their funding mechanism 
for construction. Therefore, any renovation done to this build- 
ing must be paid for from local dollars. 

At a special meeting on December 2, 1981 the Board of Di- 
rectors of S.A.D. 28 voted unanimously to name what was previ- 
ously called the 4th and 5th Grade Wing of Mary E. Taylor the 
‘‘Arthur M. Andrews Wing.”’ This action and the naming occurred 
at an open house at Mary Taylor School on December 2, 1981. 
A plaque bearing the name of the wing will be located in the 
foyer immediately between the Andrews Wing and the cafeteria. 


For the seond year in a row, in June of 1981, the school budget 
vote was held at Camden and Rockport’s respective polling places. 
We remain one of only two districts in the state approved on a 
trial basis for this procedure. 


This year’s vote (unlike the vote in 1980 where all sixteen 
lines passed) saw two lines defeated at the polls: ‘‘Administration’”’ 
and the ‘‘Gross Budget Line.” In the ensuing procedure both 
lines were ultimately passed as originally proposed at a district 
budget meeting at Camden-Rockport High School gymnasium. 


However, this procedure (calling for a district budget meeting 
vote when lines are defeated at the polls) definitely caused a 
variety of problems and opinions concerning the present law. 
The ultimate reality, however, is that a budget must be approved 
by the voters. And when a budget is voted on at the polls and a 
part or all thereof is voted down, there still remains the obliga- 
tion to vote in some budget figure. If a district budget meeting 
did not occur, it is conceivable that budgets could repeatedly be 
delivered to the polls and repeatedly be voted down; therefore, 
no operational budget would be approved. The district budget 
meeting format at least provides for a guarantee that some budget 
figure will be approved. The Legislature is reportedly going to 
consider ways in which to improve the current law but it would 
be extremely difficult to predict the outcome of their delibera- 
tions at this time. 

Because of the extensive construction ongoing during 1981 
and because of the renovation involved with this construction, 
it was sometimes difficult for the observer to determine which 
projects were part of the construction contract and which were 
funded from capital outlay in §.A.D. 28’s budget. For the pur- 
pose of this report we will deal only with those renovation pro- 
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jects which were renovation and capital outlay projects funded 
locally. 
At the Elm Street School the following projects have been 
completed. 
1.) Individual heat control units have been installed on all 
radiators. 
2.) The small roofs over two sections of the kindergarten 
room were replaced. 


At Rockport Elementary School the following capital outlay 
projects have been completed. 

1.) All exterior sections of the school not part of the new con- 

struction have been repainted. 

2.) A new gymnasium floor has been installed. 

3.) The walls and roof of the gymnasium have been insulated 

and a plywood ceiling has been installed. 

4.) Carpet has been installed in all first grade classrooms. 

At the Mary E. Taylor Middle School the following has oc- 
curred. 

1.) The cafeteria has been completely remodeled with new 

ceilings, a new lighting system and new paint. 

2.) Work has been done to upgrade the special education area 

and the library. In addition, bulletin boards have been added 

in the hallway and new trees have been planted in front of the 

school. 


At the high school the following work has been done. 

1.) Both locker rooms have been completely renovated. 

2.) The ceiling of the gymnasium has been painted. 

3.) The gymnasium roof has been insulated and totally re- 
shingled. 

4.) The main corridor in the high school has been repainted, 
a new ceiling has been installed and new lights have been 
installed. 

5.) The main corridor of the high school has been reroofed as 
has the Andrews wing and the cafeteria. 

6.) The G/T room has been remodeled. 

7.) $7,000 from the Emily Hall Fund has been allocated to up- 
grade the room immediately below the gym teaching station 
with the idea that this room will serve as a lecture and small 
theater area. Work has yet to begin in this area but will com- 
mence early in 1982. 
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In other areas the following has occurred: 

1.) The bus garage has been reroofed. 

2.) A custodial workshop has been built in the small building 

on the plot of land purchased five years ago from Clarence 

Thomas. 

3.) A reel lawnmower has been purchased for the playing 

fields. 

4.) Budget money has been allocated for the purchase of a van 

for maintenance personnel. To date this van has not been 

purchased (in the hopes we can get the maximum use out of 
the old van) but the purchase will be made within the next 
several months. 

5.) The bus compound has seen the installation of block heaters 

for the buses. 

This year, for the first time in seven years, the district has not 
purchased a new bus. Instead, the engines in buses 1 and 4 were 
rebuilt. We will need to budget for bus replacement next year 
and then again replace a bus every year for seven years. 

We continue to have an excellent bus driver and maintenance 
staff. Our bus fleet logs well over 100,000 miles a year and our 
breakdowns are at a bare minimum and our safety record is 
laudatory. 

This year has seen a dramatic change in our school lunch 
menu. Because of financial losses last year, a reduction of federal 
good commodities, the reduction of federal monetary subsidy 
and increased costs, we have moved away from previous menus 
into menus which can best be described as soup, a sandwich, 
fruit and a cookie. The result of these new menus has been that 
we have operated at a profit from September to December of the 
1981-82 school year. Participation has not, as we feared, drop- 
ped, despite the fact that the changes noted above have been 
made and in addition, the charge for a hot lunch has been in- 
creased. 

One of the critical areas addressed this year has been the crea- 
tion of curriculum coordinator positions for grades 6-12. People 
filling these positions also have responsibilities for grades K-5 
and to the sending districts of Appleton, Hope and Lincolnville. 

A summer school course was offered for the first time in the 
summer of 1981 at Camden-Rockport High School. Computer 
programming met for six weeks for 2-%4 hours each day and 
offered one-half credit. 
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The English Department has developed and administered a 
minimum competency test to the class of 1985. Of the 158 
students who took the test, 31 failed it. Parents of students 
failing the test have been notified by letter. Students who failed 
the test are currently enrolled in 9th grade English classes. Their 
teachers are aware of their failing grades and the areas in which 
they performed below standards. Current plans call for them to 
remain in standard English classes through their freshman and 
sophomore year. If at the end of their sophomore year they are 
still failing, they will be enrolled in a remedial English class as 11th 
graders and required to take that course for credit and again, if 
necessary, for non-credit until a passing grade is received. 


The English Department has adopted a writing standard to be 
used on all major writing assignments. The standard specifically 
says that papers containing more than two spelling errors or more 
than one fragment/run on error will not be accepted. Those 
papers will be returned ungraded to students who must then 
rewrite the papers. 


English is required as a double period subject for all students in 
grades 6-8. Because of this and because of the desire for reason- 
able class loads for the PACE reading program (which requires 
multiple level teaching within the classroom) and the Kates 
writing program (which requires additional writing experiences 
for youngsters), a decision to add an English teacher at the middle 
school was made and approved in the 1981-82 budget. This 
position is not a new position but rather is the transferring of the 
one-half English teacher and one-half French teacher that existed 
last year at the high school and junior high school level, full time 
to the junior high school. 

In the area of social studies the following work has been done. 
Pre-tests' for each course in grades 6-12, written by social studies 
teachers during the summer of 1981, were administered in Sep- 
tember to all students in all courses. These tests will be given 
at the end of each course as well and the results compared to see 
the degree of improvement. 

The Social Studies Department is in the final year of its Title 
IV-C grant and evaluation has been made of our program by the 
Title IV-C staff this fall. Their report is highly favorable con- 
cerning work done to date. Final work is being done this year 
under this grant. 
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During the 1981-82 school year two electives have been added 
to the social studies program. They are both semester courses. 
One is American Indians and the other is World Problems. Stu- 
dent interest has been good in these two courses and we anticipate 
being able to continue to offer them in the future unless addi- 
tional required courses are added which would take teacher 
time away from the opportunity to offer these two options. 


The Science Department has been involved during the 1981 
year in developing performance objectives and tests for those 
objectives for all courses either on a semester or yearly basis. 
At this date work has not been completed on this project but is 
targeted for completion prior to late spring of 1982. It is antici- 
pated that this work will parallel, in format, the work accom- 
plished in the Social Studies Department over the past five years. 

The Science Department has accomplished the following ob- 
jectives during the 1981 year: 1) science course offerings in 
grades 1-12 have been sequenced and finalized; 2) major goal 
statements for science education have been written; 3) goals for 
science education in grades 6-12 have been written; 4) health 
curriculum goals and objectives have been established for grades 
7 and 9 health course offerings; 5) coordination between grade 9 
physical science and grade 11 chemistry has been accomplished 
with specific topics as preludes to 11th grade chemistry being 
earmarked and assigned to 9th grade physical science. 


For the 1981-82 school year second semester only, a course in 
advanced science will be offered. This will be a research science 
seminar open primarily to upper grade students who have taken 
biology and chemistry. It will also be open to G/T students. 
The course will focus on individual projects approved in advance 
by the teacher and will emphasize research as the key to the 
project work. Dave Littlefield will teach the course during the 
spring semester with total enrollment limited to not more than 
fifteen students. 


The Math Department has written two new competency tests. 
These tests will in some instances replace and in some instances 
augment the two forms currently in existence. This work was 
necessary because of security situations regarding the tests already 
written and because of some students who have taken the same 
test several times. A coordinated competency testing program 
for Appleton, Hope and Lincolnville in addition to S.A.D. 28 
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has been maintained. Tests will be administered during the winter 
in all schools at the same time in order that a standard testing 
evaluation and planning procedure for students can be imple- 
mented at the high school. 

The Mathematics Department is currently working on a pro- 
posal for computer education instruction in grades K-12. Com- 
puters in our schools have grown rapidly over the past two years. 
Computer instruction has grown rapidly also with various schools, 
teachers and principals assuming leadership in this area. It is now 
important that a coordinated curriculum be established for grades 
K-12 and the Mathematics Department is the logical area for such 
a curriculum to be developed. A finalized proposal will be ready 
for the Board of Directors following the February vacation in 
1982. 


An alternative education program was established and operated 
for the 1981 year. It has proven very successful. Of the six stu- 
dents originally enrolled in the program, three remain in school 
and are successfully performing under the program’s guidelines. 
When one considers these six students were those who were the 
most out of control in the district (would not come to school, 
would not perform when in school, would not listen to instruc- 
tions from home or school) a fifty percent success rate is felt to 
be excellent. The program was originally housed at the Elm 
Street School where students spent the morning and then went 
to Projects, Inc. for an afternoon of outdoor activity. In Sep- 
tember and October of 1981 the students spent the morning in 
the Elm Street School and went to the YMCA for work and 
recreation in the afternoon. For the past month, however, the 
program has spent only the first hour of each day at Elm Street 
School. Students then go to Mary Taylor School for 2% hours 
of academic work and finally go to the YMCA for work and 
recreation. 


The Gifted and Talented Program (G/T program) began last 
year in grades 6-12 and this year is expanding into the elementary 
grades. The program is comprehensive in two ways: first, it 
serves all grade levels, and secondly, it serves identified students 
in all areas of the federal definition: general intellectual ability, 
specific academic aptitude, creative or productive thinking, 
leadership ability, visual and performing arts (including music 
and dance), and psychomotor ability. Because of this two-fold 
comprehensiveness, our program serves more students than most 
G/T programs. 
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The entire program attempts to individualize the best challeng- 
ing programs to meet both the strengths and interests of the 
students. To do this a variety of approaches are used: individual 
independent studies, mentorships, college courses, accelerated 
courses in math, social studies and writing, computer studies, etc. 
In performing arts area a special acting company has been es- 
tablished which toured the area last spring with ten separate 
performances of the Rolling Stock Company, and this fall per- 
formed a Moliere farce. In other art areas a scholarship compo- 
nent exists which assists needy students with individual instruc- 
tion with teachers of voice, dance, instrumental music, pottery, 
and other artistic endeavors. 


Mary E. Taylor School has two new elective course offerings 
this year for eighth grade students: a home economics course 
and a conversational French course. 


In addition, at Mary E. Taylor, a comprehensive and expanded 
intramural program has been offered during the fall and winter 
of 1981. A great many faculty members have volunteered their 
time to serve in this program which takes place after lunch. 


In addition, at Mary E. Taylor the Science Department is 
putting the finishing touches on a proposal for a science labora- 
tory classroom. The Science Department anticipates that develop- 
ment of this laboratory will take place during the proposed 
renovations discussed above. 

Mary Taylor School has been involved through 1981 with a 
program on assertive discipline. Last spring four teachers at- 
tended a two day workshop on the subject and this fall the entire 
teaching staff will be involved in workshops and development 
of skills in this area. The faculty and the administration feel 
positive about both the immediate and long term effects of the 
assertive discipline program in the classroom and in the opera- 
tion of the school. 

As part of the Board of Director’s deliberation at budget 
time last year, a half-time guidance position was added to our 
staff giving us a total of two and one-half guidance teachers. 
The immediate effect of this addition is the provision, for the 
Rockport Elementary School, of one-half time guidance counselor 
services. 


Starting with the fall of 1981 CETA funds were no longer 
available for employment of teacher aides and assistants in our 
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schools. Therefore, the 1981-82 budget contains funds for two 
three-quarter time clerical aides. 


Rockport Elementary School has adopted an innovative art 
education program for the 1981-82 school year. A vacancy in 
K-6 art allowed us to consider various options. A decision was 
made to implement a program hiring four different artist-teachers 
for nine weeks each during the year. Each artist-teacher was © 
selected because of a particular strength this person had as an 
artist as well as strength as a teacher. 

The decision was made early in the fall of 1981 to eliminate 
the string program which had been federally funded for one 
year at Rockport Elementary School. This decision was made 
because of (oddly enough) the program’s success. It became 
apparent that the number of students opting for the string pro- 
gram would be a healthy number. Once federal funding was 
eliminated we would, therefore, have to increase our local budget 
in order to provide instruction for this program. The decision 
was reluctantly made, therefore, that we could not afford to 
continue to broaden our music program into the new area of 
strings. We opted instead for increased emphasis and excellence 
in the existing areas of choral and band music. 

New science texts have been adopted for grades 4 and 5. They 
are the Accent on Science textbooks published by the Merrill 
Publishing Company. The adoption of these textbooks followed 
an exhaustive survey of textbooks available on the market and 
the program that they thus offer students. As a result of the 
success of this review and the adoption at Rockport Elementary 
School, the same textbook has recently been adopted for the 6th 
grade at Mary E. Taylor. 

A new language arts textbook has been adopted for grades four 
and five. This text being, Language, by Scott Foresman. This 
text filled a need in the language usage area at the upper elemen- 
tary grade level.

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REPORT OF THE 
CAMDEN HARBOR ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Over the past few years, the Town of Camden has received 
grants through the Maine State Planning Office under the Coastal 
Zone Management Program for planning and feasibility studies 
concerning use and possible improvements of Camden’s harbor. 
A summary of the planning conducted under the grants is con- 
tained in the Report of the Camden Harbor Advisory Committee 
for the 1980 Town Report. 


Under a follow-on grant for 1981-1982, the committee engaged 
the services of the engineering firm of Anderson-Nichols as the 
engineering consultant for the feasibility and preliminary de- 
signs of the recommendations contained in the earlier studies. 
These included improvements at the “Steamboat Wharf’’ area 
on Eaton’s Point and a marina-type facility at the head of the 
harbor. 


The committee met with the engineering consultants a number 
of times during the year, including joint meetings with the Select- 
men and three public hearings. The final report of the engineer- 
ing consultants was submitted in early January 1982. The Report, 
which contains the feasibility study of the recommended projects 
together with a cost/benefit breakdown and implementation 
plan, is on file at the Town Office with the Map layouts and 
designs. 


Over the next few months, the committee will be reviewing 
the Report in detail and making its report and recommendation 
to the Board of Selectmen.

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RESULTS OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
June 15, 1981 | 
Knox, ss. 


Agreeable to the warrant, the meeting was called to order at 
7:30 p.m., on June 15, 1981, at the Camden Opera House by 
the Town Clerk. The reading of the warrant was done by the 
Clerk. 


Article 1. Clifford O’Rourke was the only nominee for Mod- 
erator. With five votes cast, none opposed, Clifford O’Rourke 
was elected and sworn in as Moderator. 

It was moved, seconded and voted to adopt the rules of the 
Maine Moderator’s Manual, 1980 Edition, for this Special Town 
Meeting. 

Articles 2 and 3 were read in entirety by the Moderator. 


Article 2. It was moved and seconded to accept Article 2 as 
presented. There was lengthy discussion concerning the Article 
following the motion. Rendle Jones, President of Camden Outing 
Club, explained the situation facing the Outing Club and the 
various options that were considered to correct the financial 
problem. Leasing the Snow Bowl was one of the possibilities 
considered. 

A two-thirds majority of the floor voted in favor of allowing 
John P. Finn, a non-resident, to speak. 

John Finn, President of Recreational Financial Associates from 
Denver, Colorado, explained in detail his plans for making the 
Snow Bowl a year-round family-orientated park. He discussed 
the various activities, including an Alpine Slide, bumper boats, 
picnic areas, basketball courts, softball field, additional tennis 
courts, and upgrading the existing ski area. He explained in detail 
the Alpine Slide and how it works in other parks of this nature. 
The financial aspects of the lease were discussed, including the 
yearly lease obligation to the Town of Camden that Mr. Finn 
would have to comply with for the length of the lease. During 
the evening, many residents had questions and comments con- 
cerning the park concept. Mr. Finn answered these questions, ex- 
plaining the details of the project. He stated there would be no 
amplified music of any kind in the Park, and felt the noise level 
would not greatly increase over the existing level. There would 
be a traffic increase on Hosmer Pond Road, but it would 
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be up to the State and Town to maintain the Road. There would 
be no parking fee, however, once in the Park. Mr. Finn stated 
that he would take care of all security for the Park. Existing 
signs would be used for directional purposes, no neon signs. 


In discussing the ski season, Mr. Finn hoped to keep ski rates 
at their present level and not increase them this season. He was 
very interested in starting high school ski programs for local 
youths. He felt he would want a liquor license to sell beer and 
wine for the ski lodge concession stand. He explained that most 
ski areas provide these beverages, and he would want to do the 
same. Mr. Finn said he would be bringing a snowmaking expert 
to size up the needs of the Snow Bowl to make it a good ski area. 


Selectman Robert Davee summarized the feelings of the Board 
of Selectmen on the lease proposal. He felt there were three 
options open to the Town: 

1. Raise $200,000.00 to cover Snow Bow] debts; 

2. Vote in Article 3 and wait a year to open the Snow Bowl 

as a ski area; or 

3. Approve the lease. 


After explaining the three options, Mr. Davee said the Board 
felt leasing the Snow Bowl was the best solution to the problem. 


There were additional questions raised by residents concerning 
insurance, further bidding, state and federal restrictions on tennis 
courts, etc. Peter VanAlstine, an Outing Club member, explained 
the investors search the Outing Club launched several months 
ago, and felt finding another bidder might be difficult. He also 
is active in youth ski programs and is looking forward to having 
the Outing Club serve as an active ski club rather than serving 
breakfasts, etc. Terry Calderwood, Town Attorney, explained 
that Mr. Finn would have to live with the restrictions on the 
tennis courts and ski equipment. The ski area must be opened for 
public use, since federal money was used in purchasing some of 
the equipment. Mr. Finn’s liability insurance exceeds the Town’s 
coverage for the Snow Bowl, and Mr. Finn would pay all the 
premiums for the coverage. Mr. Calderwood also assured the 
residents that many more hours will be spent by all parties 
concerned in arriving at a lease that will protect the Town of 
Camden’s interests. 
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It was moved, seconded and voted to limit debate. 
It was voted to accept Article 2 as presented. 


Article 3. It was moved, seconded and voted that Article 3 
be tabled and no action taken. 


Some words of recognition were given to Town Clerk, Diane 
Bacon, and the Camden Outing Club. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:20 p.m.

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RESULTS OF 1981 TOWN MEETING 


Agreeable to the warrant, the meeting was called to order in 
the Allen F. Payson Fire Station at 9:00 in the forenoon by Town 
Clerk, Diane Bacon. The reading of the warrant was done by 
the Town Clerk. 


Article 1. There were two nominations for moderator; one for 
Rufus Foshee and the other for Clifford O’Rourke. It was moved 
and seconded that nominations cease. At this point in the meet- 
ing, Town Attorney Terry Calderwood addressed the floor ex- 
plaining his opinion on having the candidate, Rufus Foshee, 
also serve as moderator. Although a gray area in the law, Mr. 
Calderwood felt that it would be a conflict for a candidate to 
be in charge of counting his own ballots using the Australian 
ballot method in voting. He read a memorandum from James 
Henderson, Deputy Secretary of State, which expresses his inter- 
pretation of the restriction of a candidate serving as moderator 
when the Australian method of voting is used. Mr. Calderwood 
asked Mr. Foshee to take these points into consideration before 
accepting the nomination. Mr. Foshee expressed his view that 
he is eligible to serve as moderator. Title 21, Section 533, states 
a candidate cannot serve as an election official, with the exception 
of a warden. He further explains that he feels Title 30, Section 
2054, has moderator synonymous with warden. Mr. Foshee also 
felt he should have been informed of the Town’s opinion sooner 
than that morning. After lengthy discussion regarding this matter, 
Mr. Foshee said it was not his intention to inconvenience the 
voters any further and withdrew his name from nominations, 
asking his supporters not to vote for him. He did, however, disa- 
gree with the Town Attorney’s opinion and held Mr. Calderwood 
and the Town responsible for this decision. 


It was moved and seconded that the Town Meeting be post- 
poned until the matter could be resolved legally. The motion 
failed by show of hands. 


It was moved and seconded that nominations would be re- 
opened. The motion passed. 


James Calahan was nominated as moderator. Mr. Calahan 
declined to accept the nomination. There were no other nomina- 
tions for moderator. It was voted to move the question. 
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Clifford O’Rourke was elected moderator with 39 votes. Rufus 
Foshee received 4 write-in votes and James Calahan received one 
write-in vote. Clifford O’Rourke was duly sworn in as Moderator 
by the Town Clerk. At the point, the meeting was conducted by 
Clifford O’Rourke. 


The meeting was reopened by Clifford O’Rourke at the Camden 
Opera House at approximately 9:30 p.m. The Town Clerk was 
sworn into office by the Moderator. It was moved and seconded 
to adopt the procedures outlined in the Maine Moderators Manual 
for the 1981 Town Meeting. It was declared a vote.

DISCHARGE OF FIREARMS. 

In accordance with the provisions of Title 30, §2151 of the 
Maine Revised Statutes, and by the authority granted within 
§2151, and in the interest of promoting general welfare and 
providing for public safety, the following ordinance is hereby 
adopted by the inhabitants of the Town of Camden, Maine: 

Section 1. No person, except a police officer in the perfor- 
mance of his duties, shall, without a permit from the Police 
Chief, discharge any firearm within the confines of the area 
described below, hereinafter referred to as the prohibited area,”’ 
except as follows: 

(a) At military exercises, funerals or review; 

(b) At memorial events; 

(c) In defense of himself, his family, and his property; but 

only to the extent permitted by the laws of the State of Maine 

and in accordance with the laws of the State of Maine; 

(d) For the destruction of any dangerous animal. 

Section 2. Prohibited Area 

Beginning on the southerly side of Route 1 at a point where 
the easterly line of Camden Hills State Park intersects with US 
Route 1, thence in a northeasterly direction following the 
southerly line of US Route 1 to the Camden-Lincolnville Line; 
thence in a southeasterly direction following said town line of

Camden and Lincolnville on the shore of Penobscot Bay; thence 
following the shore line by various courses to a point where 
the northeasterly line of State Park intersects with said shore 
line; thence in a generally northwesterly direction along the line 
of State Park to US Route 1 and the point of beginning. 

Section 3. Penalty 

Each person who shall violate the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a criminal offense and shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than $25 nor more than $100 for each infraction 
hereof. Said fine to be collected by complaint of the Town at a 
District Court. Each and every incident of discharge of firearms 
in violation of this ordinance shall be considered a separate and 
independent violation. 


Article 28. After brief discussion, it was moved, seconded and 
voted to enact amendments to the Zoning Ordinance as follows: 

(1) Add Article 16 to Section 1; 

(2) Add Article 17 to Section 8; 

(3) Amend Section 4, Article 7 with regard to maximum 

continuous clearing; 

(4) Amend Section 4, Article 7 to add a subsection (h); 

(5) Amend Section 4, Article 7, Shoreland Zone, to add a sub- 

section (i) concerning timber harvesting; 

(6) Amend Section 4, Article 9; 

(7) Amend Section 5, (Definitions) to add a definition of high 

water and a definition of timber harvesting; 

(8) Amend the official zoning map of the Town of Camden to 

change the zones of two areas from rural to natural resource 

protection. 


Copies of the full language of the foregoing Amendments were 
on file and available at the Town Office. 


Article 29. It was moved, seconded and voted to authorize the 
Selectmen to expend such sums of money required to carry on 
the Town affairs from January 1, 1982, until the March 8, 1982, 
Town Meeting, such sums of money to be included in the 1982 
Town budget. 


Article 30. It was moved, seconded and voted to authorize 
the Selectmen or the Town Manager, acting in concurrence with 
said Selectmen, to accept and expend, on behalf of the Town, 
federal and/or state funds which may be received, from time to 
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time, in the form of Grants or for any other purpose, during the 
period 10/1/81-9/30/82.

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the Town of Camden conform to generally 
accepted accounting policies, except for the maintenance of records 
of general fixed assets. 
A. Fund Accounting 
The accounts of the town are organized on the basis of funds and 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund 
equity, revenues and expenditures. Resources are allocated to and 
accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for which © 
they are to be spent and the means by which the spending activities 
are controlled. The various funds are grouped into five generic fund 
types as follows: 
General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating 
fund of the town. It is used to account for all financial 
resources except those required to be accounted for in 
another fund. 
Special Revenue Funds - The Special Revenue Fund is 
used to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources 
that are legally or contractually restricted to expenditures 
for specified purposes. Federal Revenue Sharing monies 
and sewer user fees are accounted for in this fund. 
Reserve Funds - Reserve Funds are used to account for 
assets segregated for future capital expenditures. These 
funds are established in accordance with state statutes. 
Special Assessment Fund - The Special Assessment Fund is 
used to account for the financing of the sewage facilities by 
assessment of local industries. 
Trust Funds - The Trust Funds are used to account for 
assets held by the town in a trustee capacity. These non- 
expendable trust funds are held for the benefit of the 
cemeteries, the library, the Snow Bowl and other com- 
munity facilities, and for charitable purposes. 
B. Long-Term Liabilities 
General obligation notes or bonds supported by general revenues 
are obligations of the town as a whole and not its individual funds. 
Accordingly, those unmatured obligations are accounted for in the 
General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts. This account group 
is not a fund. It is concerned only with the measurement of financial 
position and not the results of operations. 
C. Basis of Accounting 
Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures are 
recognized in the accounts.and reported in the financial statements. 
Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements made.

All governmental fund types of the town utilize a modified accrual 
basis of accounting. Under this basis of accounting revenues are 
recorded as received in cash except for (a) revenues susceptible to 
accrual and (b) revenues of a material amount that have not been 
received at the normal time of receipt. Expenditures are generally 
recognized under the modified accrual basis of accounting when 
the related fund liability is incurred (accrual basis). Exceptions to 
this general rule include: 
(1) disbursements for inventory type items, which are 
considered expenditures at the time of purchase; 
(2) prepaid expenses, which normally are not recorded; 
(3) interest on long-term debt, which is recorded as an 
expenditure when due; and 
(4) accumulated unpaid vacation and sick pay which is not 
accrued. 
The trust funds are accounted for using the accrual basis of 
accounting. Their revenues are recognized when earned and 
expenses recognized when incurred. 
D. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 
During late autumn and winter, town officials and the budget 
committee prepare and review a General Fund budget for sub- 
mission to voters at town meeting. During this process public 
hearings are held in order to obtain voter comment. In March 
the budget is formally approved at town meeting. Any subsequent 
budget changes are adopted at special town meetings held during 
the year. 
Formal budgets for Special Revenue Funds, Special Assessment 
Fund and Reserve Funds are not adopted. During the General 
Fund budget hearings, however, discussions are included on 
these funds. The only formally enacted portions of budgets for 
these funds are those which affect inter-fund transfers with the 
General Fund. 
At the annual town meeting voters authorize town Officials to 
expend as necessary to maintain municipal operations during 
the period between the start of the following fiscal year and the 
next annual town meeting. 
E. Investments 
Investments are stated and recorded at cost and consist of government 
and corporate securities and certificates of deposit. As of December 31, 
1981 the cost of such investments was $902,516 and their estimated 
market value was $968,995. 
F,. Tax Acquired Property 
Property acquired by foreclosure for non-payment of taxes is 
recorded at the amount of expired tax liens plus the costs involved 
in foreclosure. Liens and any current taxes on the same parcel are not 
included as part of the tax acquired property account until expiration 
of statutory time limits but are included in liens and taxes receivable. 
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G. Comparative Data 
Comparative data for the prior year have been presented in several 
of the accompanying financial statements in order to provide an 
understanding of changes in the town’s financial position and 
operations. However, comparative data have not been presented 
in statements where the inclusion would make the statements 
unduly complex and difficult to read. 

H. Total Columns on Combined Statements 
Total columns on the combined statements are captioned 
‘‘memorandum only”’ to indicate that they are presented only 
to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these columns do not 
present financial position or results of operations in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. Interfund elimina- 
tions have not been made in the aggregation of this data. 

I. Designated Fund Balances 
Certain departmental operating balances are designated for 
expenditure in future years. These balances are designated in 
accordance with statutory requirements or due to restrictive 
nature of funds used to finance expenditures. 


2. Property Taxes 
Property taxes (real and personal, except vehicles) are assessed to the 
owner of record on April 1. During July the taxes are committed to the 
tax collector for collection. Taxes are due by December 15 and interest 
is assessed at 18% on any unpaid taxes as of December 31. 
Included in the town’s tax assessment of $22.90 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation is $14.13 which represents the local assessment for county 
and school district taxes. These taxes are collected by the town and 
forwarded as required by the taxing agency. 
Taxes are recognized as revenues when levied to the extent that they 
result in current receivables. 
Taxes on vehicles are assessed to the owner of record on a staggered 
basis at times and rates established by the State of Maine. These taxes 
are recognized as revenues as they are received. 


3. Changes in Long-Term Debt

4, Other Required Individual Fund Disclosures 
Generally accepted accounting principles require disclosures as part 
of the combined statements, of certain information concerning 
individual funds including: 

(a) Summary disclosures of debt service requirements to 
maturity for all types of outstanding debt. This 
requirement is met by note 3. 

(b) Summary disclosures of changes in general fixed assets 
by major asset class. This requirement is waived since 
records are not maintained. Exception to this is 
covered in note 1. 

(c) Summary disclosures of changes in general long-term 
debt. This requirement is met by note 3. 

(d) Deficit fund balances of individual funds. No funds 
had deficit balances at Dec. 31. 

(e) Individual fund interfund receivable and payable 
balances. Such balances at Dec. 31, 1981 were:

5. Retirement Costs 
The Town of Camden has elected to provide retirement coverage for all 
non-elected employees under the Maine State Retirement System. This 
plan, which is approximately 50% funded by employee contributions, 
resulted in a net cost of $31,910 to the Town of Camden for the year 
ended Dec. 31, 1981. 
Pension costs are actuarily determined by the State. 
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Additionally, employees are covered by Social Security at a cost for 
1981 of $31,108. 

Employees are eligible for normal retirement under the Maine State 
Retirement System upon reaching age 60 or early retirement after 
25 years of service. 


. Contingencies 

A. There have been filed against the Town of Camden certain legal 
suits wherein substantial damages are being claimed. 

As of this date, these suits have been scheduled for trial and are pending. 
Because of the complexities involved, it is the opinion of legal counsel 
that ultimate liability to the town, if any, cannot be determined. 

B. The town participates in various intergovernmental grant programs 
which may be subject to program compliance audits by the grantors or 
their representatives. Not all audits of these programs have been con- 
ducted as of Dec. 31, 1981. 

C. Accordingly, the town’s compliance with applicable grant require- 
ments may be established by some future date. The amount, if any, 

of any liabilities arising from the disallowance of expenditures or 
ineligibility of grant revenues cannot be determined at this time. 


. Commitments 


The Town of Camden has entered into a management agreement with 
Heritage Management Corporation (Maine) for the operation of the 
facilities of the Camden Snow Bowl. The agreement expires August 31, 
1982, at which time negotiations for a new agreement may occur. 

The town and the corporation have each been required to provide 
$15,000 for operating costs and additional donations have been 
accepted for that same purpose. 

The town is under no additional financial commitments as a result of 
this agreement and will share on a equal basis with the corporation 

the net operating profits, if any, arising from the operation.
